Dear Sir: Your favour of the 22nd is carefully noted. I do not 
approve of advancing the present salary of Mr. Day. I figure that his 
two horses are not costing him. more than $3.50 per week for keep, 
which would leave him a net salary of $14.20, which is considerably 
in excess of what I am paying our other drivers of equal, if not 
greater, ability. In taking the matter up with this gentleman, please 
call his attention to these facts, and endeavour to persuade him to 
continue the present arrangement you have with him, and call his 
attention to the fact that he will make more money by staying with 
you than he could by operating independently, as the markets are 
regulated at present, and .if he should operate independently, there 
would be a tendency to cut prices so that there would be very little 
profit in the business for anybody, and he would scarcely make 
more than enough for horse keep. If he is stubborn, and does not 
wish to continue under the present arrangement, I would suggest 
that you make no inducement whatever to hold him, but immediately 
arrange to take care of and cover his route. For your information, 
beg to state that both Hultz and Day, according to the volume of 
business from January 5th to June 15th, show a small loss, and by 
increasing his salary to the basis that you have named in your letter, 
it would make the loss at least Ic. more. His idea that he will be 
able to secure sufficient additional price from his customers to cover 
the advance he is asking is not practical, as from your experience in 
the oil business you know that the majority of people wUl buy where 
they can get the goods the cheapest knowing that they get the same 
quality.

Dear Sik : Eef erring to your favor of the 12th in regard to taking, 
off the fifth wagon at Terre Haute : I believe that this would be a very 
wise move, as I note that your average sales per wagon per day are 
falling off and that your marketing cost is increasing. Please attend 
to this matter at once, and make some disposition of the horses, 
and dispense with the services of the driver. 

As regards the Decatur situation : I believe from correspondence I 
have had that it will be perfectly safe to discontinue our business at 
that point entirely, and that your present business can be absorbed 
by Leffingwell and the store trade, so that there will be a very small 
percentage of this trade secured by the M. O. Co. I would like to 
have you carefully look into this suggestion of discontinuing the 
business at Decatur and see if it is not practicable to make some such 
move. The loss at this point continues to increase, which would 
clearly indicate that the business is falling off and being taken care 
of by the stores and other peddlers. The situation at this point is 
greatly improved in some respects, so that it is not likely to be detri- 
mental to our interests. Be sure to go over the situation carefully and 
let me have your suggestion with reference to this change. 

I am very anxious that you make a special effort at Springfield 
and see if the situation at this point can not be vastly improved. Our 
cost of marketing at this point is very high at the present time, show- 
ing quite a heavy loss, and I believe it will be more to the general 
interest if hereafter you spend more of your time at each point in- 
stead of stopping only a short time at each place and moving about 
so frequently. I would suggest that you arrange to put in, say, two 
weeks at Springfield and two weeks at Terre Haute. If we do not 
decide to discontinue business at Decatur, you might put in one week 
there and two at Springfield. Of course there may be times that will 
require you to make a special trip, but I am satisfied that it will be 
to the best interests if you will arrange to spend your time as men- 
tioned. Please advise us if you do not think you can accomplish con- 
siderably more by carrying out our suggestions. 

As regards your favor of the 10th in reference to construction of 
tank cart : I do not think it feasible to have a spring from the foot 
board to the cross bar of the shafts, as you suggest. We shall order a 
number of these carts very soon, and shall endeavor to arrange their 
construction so as to diminish the motion as much as possible. It is 
quite a difficult problem to provide them with tops, as it will largdy , 
increase their cost. There will be considerable wear and tear, owing 
to the severe racking of the cart. I will consider this matter and see 
what can be done towards providing shelter. If it is impossible to 
arrange anything satisfactory, we will have to resort to providing 
the drivers with rain coats for their protection during bad weather. 
Please let me know how many of these carts it will be necessary for 
you to have at each one of the points to give you a full equipment. Also 
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advise us if you have any suggestions to make in regard to the total 
capacity and division of the compartments. 

In regard to the worn-out horse, please see if you can not dispose 
of him to advantage. As soon as the carts are put in service we will 
take into consideration anticipating any future changes in your pres- 
ent equipment.

CONTRACTING ON ELAINE OIL. 

Mr. F. L. HiBBS, Salesman. 

Dear Sir : I am going to take the liberty of sending you a copy of 
Mr. Collings' letter to me of Sept. 8tlx, in regard to our policy as to 
contracting on Elaine. 

This is in line with my talk of a few days ago in regard to agreeing 
to sell a customer 10, 15, or not over 20 bbls. of Elaine, White Seal, 
or Eocene at a stipulated price, to replace so-called high-grade Na- 
tional Light oil, sold by the Eoyal Oil Co. 

You must bear in mind, and it must be distinctly understood, that 
we are not to make contracts of this kind, except with customers who 
insist on handling a fancy high-grade oil, or have been handling 
National Light from the Eoyal Oil Co. As you will see from Mr. 
Collings' letter, we are at liberty to take orders of this character for 
the present at Ic. per gal. less than our open-market price to-day, 
f. o. b. Peoria, Galesburg, & Bloomington. The market to-day, f. o. b. 
Peoria, is 16c., Galesburg 17c., and Bloomington 17c. 

As you will see, you can take a contract for a stipulated number of 
barrels of Elaine, but not to exceed 20 bbls. without taking the matter 
up with us, at Ic. per gal. less than our open-market price ; goods to 
be delivered between now and April 1st, 1904. 

I want to impress on you the importance of having all such orders 
you may take to replace National Light from the Eoyal Oil Co., or 
White Seal from the Brooks Oil Co., or so-called high-grade com- 
petitive oils. Now I want each Eefined Oil salesman to make a thor- 
ough canvass of his territory, getting all of this business in line. 

Another thing I want distinctly understood, and that is, first of all, 
a very strong effort must be made to get all this class of trade on 
Eocene or White Seal that you possibly can. We only want to sell 
Elaine in a case of absolute necessity, and where you possibly can 
you must get the full price for Elaine. This concession which I am 
now giving you is only for extreme cases, and if this privilege is 
abused by any of our Eefined Oil salesmen it will be necessary for 
me to withdraw it. I am giving you all the leeway I can, and 
will ask that you use it to the very best advantage. I have confi- 
dence in you in giving you this concession, and trust you will use it 
to the best advantage. I would feel very bad indeed, if I am com- 
pelled to take this concession out of any of the salesmen's hands.

S. K. Brusman, of Cleveland, Ohio, on being duly sworn, deposes 
and says that he was formerly in the employ of the Standard Oil Co. 
as agent at Massillon, Ohio, and later was employed by it in other 
capacities. That Messrs. C. G. Taplin, S. T. Curtis, and John Sen- 
cabaugh, hereinafter mentioned, are all personally known to him as 
employees of the Standard Oil Company, and that they hold the fol- 
lowing official positions : C. G. Taplin as manager refined oil depart- 
ment, S. T. Curtis as manager of the Cleveland station, and John 
Sencabaugh as superintendent of the Cleveland tanlc-wagon depart- 
ment. 

He further says that he was riding on a Euclid avenue car on the 
afternoon of January 23rd, 1905, when the said Taplin, Curtis, and 
Sencabaugh boarded the car at CoUamore and took the seat imme- 
diately behind him. That he was well known to them, but they did 
not appear to see him and therefore talked among themselves so he 
could overhear their conversation. 

That they were discussing the loss of gallonage by the Standard 
Oil Co., and Mr. Taplin asked Mr. Sencabaugh " How do you ac- 
count for the loss in gallonage? " Mr. Sencabaugh replied that 
natural gas had much to do with it, thereupon Mr. Taplin asked, 
• " But why does not this affect the other fellow ? " Mr. Sencabaugh 
replied that the Columbia Refining Co. had several wagons in that 
territory and the " Hawkins wagon had just been put on." Mr. Curtis 
then suggested the putting on of another wagon to go specially to 
the trade of the Columbia Refining Co. and not to interfere with the 
trade of the Standard Oil Co., and finally ordered Mr. Sencabaugh 
to do this and to " put on one of his best men." They then talked of 
the quality of the oil to be supplied, and it was agreed to put on 
" Diamond White," calling it " Special Oil," and offer it at one cent 
below the market price, namely six cents (6^) per gallon. After 
further discussion and instructions to Mr. Sencabaugh to be careful 
to visit only the trade of the Columbia Refining Co. the conversa- 
tion on this subject ended. 

Mr. Brusman further deposes and says that within a few days 
thereafter, as he was soliciting and visiting trade, he saw the special 
wagon referred to and saw the driver go to the customers of the Co- 
lumbia Refining Co. ; that this special wagon was additional to the 
regular wagons of the Standard Oil Co. covering that territorv and 
went exclusively to the trade of the Columbia Refining Co. to the 
best of his knowledge and belief. 

Mr. Brusman further says that he talked with many of the con- 
sumers who had been visited by the " Special " wagon and from them 
learned that this " Special " oil was offered at 6c. per gallon; that 
Mr. M. Bolster, grocer, of 1076 St. Clair st., told him that he had been 
offered this " Special " oil at 6c. per gallon and told that it was one 
cent less than was charged to other people. They wanted to get his 
trade away from the Columbia Refining Co. ; that Mr. Bolster told

him lie refused on the ground that he wanted to encourage" inde- 
pendent competition.

Dear Sir: Referring to yours of the 30th, File WSH, regarding 
our I. C. C. No. 4721, G. F. O. No. 14726. 

Will call your attention first to the fact that this tariff is reissued 
in the same form as it has stood for a number of years. Also that 
with a few exceptions, specified, Chicago rates are named to a definite 
territory. You understand of course that there are a great many 
tariffs applying from Chicago to this territory and these are fre- 
quently changed or reissued. As a matter of record, therefore, the 
statement that all tariffs applying from Chicago will apply on this 
business is much clearer and more easily applied by agents and all 
others using same than if we were to attempt to give a list which 
would soon contain a great many issues superseded so that the current 
tariff would have to be traced back through a chain to the original 
as mentioned in this issue. As we look at it, it is as easy to ascertain 
in this tariff a rate from these points as from Chicago itself. We are 
not required to furnish lists of all issues applying from Chicago or 
any other station. In looking up a rate from Chicago it is necessary 
to go through the current tariffs. 

Our issue in this case therefore puts these additional stations in 
exactly the same position as Chicago in the matter of locating a rate, 
and in reality makes it much easier to ascertain a current rate than if 
the tariffs were named by number.

Dear Sir: You letter of January 4th (File O) in reply to mine of 
December 30th regarding G. F. O. No. 14726, I. C. C. No. 4721 : 

The law requires that carriers shall print schedules showing the 
rates established. I. C. C. No. 4721 does not meet this requirement of 
the law. It however states that current Chicago rates will apply 
subject to the minima provided without specifying the particular 
tariffs in which the rates may be found. It is true no doubt that if 
the commission desired to ascertain the current rates from Chicago 
it could do so by examination of its tariff files, but as I. C. C. No. 4721 
does not specifically refer to any tariff by number in which the rates 
to be used are to be found, doubt would always arise as to the par- 
ticular tariff to be used, as, for example, the failure of your com- 
pany, through oversight or otherwise, to file at the proper time some 
tariff or supplement of the existence of which the commission would 
not be aware. 

In keeping proper record of rates published and filed great im- 
portance is attached to the " I. C. C." numbers on tariffs and to the 
rule requiring that supplements or amendments shall bear consecutive 
supplement or amendment numbers, as by their numbers tariffs or 
supplements are readily identified. The objection you make to show- 
ing reference on I. C. C. No. 4721 to the I. C. C. numbers of the tariffs 
to be used in connection therewith is easily overcome by including in 
such reference the words " or subsequent issues thereof." These 
words make the subsequent issues as much a part of I. C. (J. No. 
4721 as the tariff referred to by its I. C. C. number, and this is the 
plan followed by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway when 
publishing its G. F. O. No. 7949-E, I. C. C. No. C-5059, effective 
January 5, 1904, to which you are respectfully referred. Even this 
method is one of questionable legality, for the commission has said : 

" The only satisfactory method of publishing rates is to definitely 
state the charges fixed between points clearly specified, without bur- 
dening and confusing the public with the need of making involved 
calculations, or with scrutinizing a series of supplements to determine 
whether a particular rate has been changed since the original tariff 
was issued." 

Referring to your statement that the schedule in question is reissued 
in the same form as it has stood for a number of years, I beg to call 
your attention to my letter of May 23rd, 1903, requesting reissue of 
G. F. O. 4457, I. C. C. 2965, now canceled by I. C. C. 4721.

Dear Sir: Your letter of February 10th (File O) iii reply to mine 
of the 4th relative to G. F. O. 14726, 1. C. C. 4721, and tariffs intended 
to be used in connection therewith : 

The question of the legality or illegality of the Fast Freight Line 
and East-Bound Guide Books to which you refer has not been passed 
upon by the Commission, but while these books do not themselves 
refer to tariffs in connection with which they are used, it is necessary 
for carriers publishing tariffs intended to be used in connection with 
the Guide Books to make specific reference on such tariffs to the 
I. C. C. nuinbers of the particular books intended to be used in connec- 
tion therewith. By such reference the tariffs and the books are closely 
connected, and by consulting the two it is possible for the Commis- 
sion to determine through rates from western points to eastern sea- 
board interior points, without imposing upon the western carrier 
the burden of printing in each tariff the thousands of points of desti- 
nation to which his tariff can be made to apply by simple reference 
to the I. C. C. numbers of the East-Bound Guide Books. Unless such 
reference is made the Commission can not assume that the tariff 
applies to points other than those specifically named in the tariff. 

Your tariffs naming rates to and from Chicago, it is presumed, do 
not show that they apply the Chicago rates to and from points named 
in your I. C. C. No. 4721. Hence (as I. C. C. 4721 is the later 
issue^ by showing thereon reference to the I. C. C. numbers of the 
tariffs affected applying to and from Chicago it is possible for this 
office to stamp all of such tariffs "Amended by I. C. C. 4721," thus 
connecting all of the issues with the latter schedule. Even if we 
could locate all of the Chicago tariffs we could not stamp them as 
above without specific authority to be given by I. C. C. 4721 itself. 

As you say, some of your competitors have published schedules 
similar to your I. C. C. No. 4721, but I am pleased to say that after 
correspondence with them the schedules have been corrected in line 
with the suggestions from this office. See Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railway G. F. O. No. 7949-E, I. C. C. No. C-5059 (men- 
tioned in my previous letter), also Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway G. F. D. No. 39884, I. C. C. No. A-6102 and Supplement 4, 
thereto. If you will publish supplement to your I. C. C. No. 4721 
worded in same manner as Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Supplement 4 to I. C. C. No. A-6102, just referred to, it will satis- 
factorily dispose of this matter, as I. C. C. 4721 will then be directly 
connected with the tariffs applying in connection there'v^ith.

A6EEEMENT OF UNION OIL COMPANY OF CALIFORNIA WITH PACIFIC COAST 

OIL COMPANY, DATED FEBRUARY 4, 1904. 
No. 167. 

This agreement, made and entered into this 4th day of February, 
1904, between the Union Oil Company of California, a corporation 
organized and existing under the laws of the State of California, here- 
inafter called the party of the first part, and the Pacific Coast Oil 
Co., likewise A California corporation, hereinafter called the party 
of the second part, 

WITNESSETH : That the party of the first part hereby agrees to sell 
and deliver to the said party of the second part, and the said party 
of the second part hereby agrees to purchase, take, and receive from 
said party of the first part, for a period of two (2) years from and 
after the 1st day of March, 1904, its production of crude petroleum 
oil of the gravity and quality hereinafter described, up to a maximum 
of one hundred and fifty thousand (150,000) barrels of forty-two 
(42) gallons each in bulk, in each and every three months of said 
period, the same to be delivered as nearly as practicable in equal 
average quantities of fifty thousand (50,000) barrels per month. 
Nothing herein contained, however, shall obligate the party of the 
first part to deliver more of said oil than it produces from its prop- 
erties located in Ventura, Santa Barbara, and San Luis Obispo coun- 
ties, in the State of California. It is further agreed, however, that 
the party of the first part shall have the right to deliver not more 
than ten thousand (10,000) barrels of forty-two (42) gallons each in 
bulk per month of petroleum distillate of a gravity and quality here- 
inafter named, and that in the event that the party of the first part 
shall deliver all, or any part of said ten thousand (10,000) barrels 
per month, in any month or months, of the said petroleum distillate, 
then such deliveries shall be considered as a part of the maximum 
amount of one hundred and fifty thousand (150,000) barrels of crude 
oil purchased and sold hereunder during the period of the three 
months which include the time of such deliveries, and shall be de- 
ducted therefrom ; in other words, if the party of the first part should 
deliver five thousand (5,000) barrels per month of distillate during 
any period of three months, then its deliveries of crude oil shall be 
not more than one hundred and thirty-five thousand (135,000) barrels 
for said period of three months, the said maximum of one hundred 
and fifty thousand (150,000) barrels for each period of three months 
being the maximum of all deliveries, including said distillate and 
crude oil, which the party of the first part has the right to make 
under this agreement. 

The deliveries of crude oil hereunder'''shall be made by the party 
of the first part to the party of the second part at the following ports : 
Ventura, Port Harford, and Alcatraz Landing, California. All de- 
liveries made from Ventura shall be in lots of from ten thousand 
(10,000) to twenty thousand (20,000) barrels, at the option of the 
party of the second part, and shall be made from the tankage and 
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through the pipe line of the party of the first part into the steamer 
of the party of the second part. All deliveries at Port Harford shall 
be made either by pipe line or in tank car lots, at the option of the 
party of the first part, and said tank cars to be furnished by the party 
of the first part and unloaded by the party of the second part into 
its tankage at Port Harford, and the party of the first part agrees 
to pay the said party of the second part one dollar ($1) per car for 
unloading and pumping all such oil so delivered in tank cars. If de- 
livered by pipe line, the party of the first part agrees to furnish the 
necessary gauge tanks, and will also pay for any pumping that may 
be necessary to deliver the oil from said gauge tanks to the tankage 
of the party of the second part. The party of the second part further 
agrees to reserve, for the purpose of receiving such deliveries from 
the party of the first part, at Port Harford, California, tankage of 
a capacity of at least five thousand (5,000) barrels. All deliveries at 
Alcatraz Landing shall be made in lots of not less than twenty-two 
thousand five hundred (22,500) barrels, except by consent of the 
party of the second part, and shall be delivered into the steamer of 
the party of the second part through the pipe line and from. the tank- 
age of the party of the first part. 

All oil delivered by the party of the first part to the party of the 
second part shall, at the time of such delivery, be tested for water, 
sand, and other foreign substances by the party of the second part, 
by the test known as the "gasoline test," and shall be of a specific 
gravity of not less than twenty-five degrees (25°) Baume, at a tem- 
perature of sixty degrees (60°) Fahrenheit. In making the said 
gasoline test for water, sand, and other foreign substances, as herein 
stated, seventy-five per cent (75%) of gasoline, of a gravity of not 
lighter than seventy degrees (70°) Baume at a temperature of sixty 
degrees (60°) Fahrenheit, shall be used, and twenty-five per cent 
(25%) of the crude oil to be tested, and the mixture so obtained shall 
be agitated and placed in a graduated test tube, and the party of the 
second part shall, if it so desires, be allowed forty-eight (48) hours 
for the precipitation of any water, sand, or other foreign substances 
which may be found in the oil, and in case sand, water, or other for- 
eign substances should be found in the oil by the said gasoline test, 
the party of the second part will accept the oil with deductions made 
therefor, as shown by said test, provided said water, sand, or other 
foreign substances shall not exceed three per cent (3%). 

It is hereby agreed that sixty degrees (60° ) Fahrenheit is established 
as the normal temperature in testing oil to be purchased and sold 
hereunder. Deductions shall be made from the quantity of oil ap- 
parently contained in any tank car or tank at the rate of one per 
cent (1%) for every twenty degrees (20°) of temperature above 
said normalof sixty degrees (60°) Fahrenheit, as shall be ascertained 
by a thermal test at the timg,of delivery, and additions shall be made 
to the quantity of oil apparently contained in any tank car or tank, 
at the rate of one per cent (1%) for every twenty degrees (20°) of 
temperature below said normal of sixty degrees (60°) Fahrenheit, as 
shall be ascertained by a thermal test at the time of delivery. 

All samples for testing the said crude oil for the purpose of deter- 
mining its temperature, specific gravity, and the amount of water, 
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sand, and other foreign substances contained therein, shall be taken 
at the time of delivery to the party of the second part from the tank 
cars or tanks by the party of the second part, and tested in the 
presence of a representative of the party of the first part, should the 
latter desire to be present or represented, and such samples shall be 
taken as follows : One sample shall be taken at about one foot below 
the level of the top of the oil, as it stands in the tank car or tank ; one 
sample from about the center of the oil as it stands in the tank car 
or tank, and one sample from about one foot above the outlet of said 
tank car or tank, and it is further agreed that the bottom of the outlet 
in any tank shall be at least one foot above the bottom of said tank. 
The three samples so taken shall be mixed together in equal parts and 
agitated, and a part of the mixture so obtained shall then be used 
for making the gasoline test and the temperature and gravity tests 
herein provided for. 

In making tests of the specific gravity of the oil purchased and 
sold hereunder deductions shall be made from the gravity of oil 
tested at the rate of one degree (1°) Baume for every twenty degrees 
(20°) of temperature above the normal of sixty degrees (60°) Fah- 
renheit, and additions shall be made to the gravity of such oil at the 
rate of one degree (1°) Beaume for every twenty degrees (20°) of 
temperature below said normal of sixty degrees (60°) Fahrenheit. 

It is mutually agreed that neither of the parties hereto shall be 
liable for delays or damages in the event of its inability to carry out 
this agreement by reason of strikes or other labor disturbances, war, 
insurrection, riot, or rebellion, or interference of civil or military 
authority, or interruption of business caused by fire, washouts, break- 
age of tankage or pipe lines, or from any other cause whatsoever not 
under control of either of the parties hereto, and during such periods 
of interruption or delay, the party of the second part shall not be 
required to receive, nor the party of the first part be required to de- 
liver any of said oil, but deliveries shall commence immediately upon 
resumption of business. 

The party of the first part agrees that it will furnish, free of cost 
to the party of the second part, the following storage tanks for 
storing said oil, when necessary: In Ventura County, storage tanks 
aggregating a capacity of seventy-five thousand (75,000) barrels of 
forty-two (42) gallons each; in Santa Barbara County, storage tanks 
aggregating a capacity of thirty thousand (30,000) barrels of forty- 
two (42) gallons each. 

In the event that at any time during the term of this agreement, 
tlie tankage set apart by the party ' of the first part for use of the 
party of the second part at Ventura County, California, shall contain 
more than sixty thousand (60,000) barrels of oil, or the tankage set 
apart by the party of the first part for the use of the party of the 
second part in Santa Barbara County, California, shall contain more 
than twenty-five thousand (25,000) barrels of oil, then the party of 
the first part shall have the right to give written notice to the party 
of the second part, at its office in the Rialto Building, San Francisco, 
California, that unless the party of the second part shall, within four 
(4) days from the date of receipt of such written notice, remove at 
least ten thousand (10.000) barrels of oil from the said tankage, in 
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either of the counties of Ventura or Santa Barbara, the party of the 
first part will, at the expiration of said four (4) days' notice, then 
have the right to transport one cargo of the said oil by any of its 
boats, from the said tankage, at either of said places, to the refinery 
of the party of the second part at Eichmond, California, under the 
following terms and conditions : From any of the ports herein named 
to the refinery at Richmond, California, of the party of the second 
part, and there deliver the oil through the pipe line of the party of 
the second part to its tankage, at the rate of twelve and one-eighth 
cents (12|c.) per barrel of forty-two (42) gallons each in bulk for 
such steamer or boat transportation, and which rate said party of 
the second part agrees to pay to said party of the first part for all 
oil so transported. 

It is further agreed by the party of the second part, that in the 
event of making such deliveries to said second party at Richmond, 
California, by the party of the first part, the party of the first part 
shall not be compelled to pay any dockage or wharfage charge at 
Richmond, and the party of the first part agrees that it will give 
to the party of the second part, at its office in the Rialto Building, 
San Francisco, at least twenty-four (24) hours' written notice be- 
fore any of its vessels shall arrive at said Richmond dock. The 
party ox the second part hereby agrees to give to the party of the 
first part preference in dockage facilities at the said Richmond wharf, 
over any boat or boats belonging to the party of the second part, 
and it is mutually agreed that each party shall use its best endeavors 
to facilitate the loading and unloading of the boats or steamers of 
either of the parties hereto. 

The party of the first part further agrees that, if requested by 
the party of the second part, at any time during the term of this 
agreement, it will transport the said crude oil at the rate and in 
the manner hereinbefore named, provided said party of the first part 
has boats or steamers, not engaged in other business, which are avail- 
able and suitable for such purpose. Nothing herein contained shall 
be construed as requiring the party of the first part to reserve its 
boats for the possible necessity of transporting said oil, but, should 
at any time its boats be available for such purpose, and not otherwise 
engaged, it will put them into this service under the conditions herein 
named, if so requested by the party of the second part, but shall 
have the right to withdraw them from such service at any time that 
the other business of said party of the first part requires it. 

It is further understood and agreed that in the event that the 
party of the first part has no vessels available for the transportation 
of said crude oil under the circumstances last above mentioned, and 
the said party of the second part is unable, or fails to transport said 
crude oil by its own vessels, then and in that event the said party 
of the second part must provide other transportation for such oil 
before the tankage at any of the places above mentioned is filled. 

It is further agreed between the parties hereto, that, for con- 
venience, the deliveries under this agreement shall be divided into 
quarterly periods of three (3) months each, commencing from the 
date of this agreement, and that it is the intention, so far as possible, 
to average the deliveries at the rate of one hundred and fifty thou- 
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sand (150,000) barrels for each and every quarterly period, and that 
any oil remaining undelivered at the end of such quarterly period 
shall not be considered available as an extra delivery during the un- 
filled portion of this agreement. 

It is further agreed that all the petroleum distillate to be delivered 
under this agreement shall be of a gravity not less than forty-five 
degrees (45°) Beaume at a temperature of sixty degrees (60°) Fah- 
renheit, and of a quality equal m all respects to the sample shipped 
to the party of the second part at Richmond by the party of the first 
part, on November 24th, 1903, and shall be subject to the same tests, 
and tested in the same manner as hereinabove provided for crude 
oil, but all of said distillate is to be delivered to the party of the 
second part from the boats or steamers of the party of the first part, 
and to be pumped by the party of the first part through the pipe 
line and to the tankage of the party of the second part, which runs 
along the said wharf of said party of the second part at Richmond, 
and the provisions herein contained for deliveries of said oil apper- 
taining to prompt dockage, wharfage charges, dockage charges, shall 
apply to such deliveries. It is further agreed that no deliveries of 
said distillate shall be made except during daylight working hours. 

It is further agreed between the parties hereto, that, whereas the 
party of the first part is now obligated to deliver large amounts of 
fuel oil on contracts with other parties, and it is possible it may not be 
able to deliver, to tide water, sufficient oil to comply with said con- 
tracts and also the oil sold under this agreement, then, and in the 
event of the party of the first part requiring additional fuel oil for 
delivery to others, if it should request the party of the second part, 
in writing, on or before the 24th day of any month, to sell it for 
delivery during the succeeding calendar month a certain amount of 
fuel oil, which it will specify, but not more than thirty thousand 
(30,000) barrels in any one calendar month, the party of the second 
part shall have the option of selling to the party of the first part 
the amount of fuel oil so specified, of a gravity of not less than 
fourteen degrees (14°) Baume, at a temperature of sixty degrees 
(60°) Fahrenheit, all deliveries of said fuel oil to be tested at the 
time of delivery for water, sand, or other foreign matter, by the 
gasoline test, and in the manner hereinbefore provided. The party 
of the second part shall within five (5) days after receivmg such 
written request from the party of the first part notify said first party? 
in writing, of its election under said option, and in the event of its 
failure to do so, said party of the first part shall have the right to 
assume that said party of the second part declines to sell said oil. 

The party of the second part agrees that it will promptly deliver 
said oil, in the event that it elects so to do, on board the steamers or 
boats of the party of the first part at the wharf of the party of the 
second part at Point Richmond, California, through the pipe hues 
of the party of the second part. ,-,-,■, ^ , ^u 

In the event the party of the second part shall elect for any month 
or months not to sell the fuel oil requested of it by said partv of 
the first part, or fails to notify said party of the first part of its 
election within the time herein prescribed, then the party ot the 
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first part may withhold deliveries during such month of the crude 
oil herein purchased and sold to an amount equal in number of 
barrels to the fuel oil which it requested the party of the second part 
to sell to it, the oil so withheld from delivery to the party of the 
second part not to be sold for refining purposes. In the event, how- 
ever, that the party of the second party shall require for refinery 
purposes the amount of crude oil which the party of the first part 
might so withhold, as hereinabove provided, for deliveries on its fuel 
oil contracts, the party of the second part can secure deliveries of 
the said crude oil by paying to the party of the first part a premium 
of two and one-half cents (2^c.) per barrel of forty-two (42) 
gallons each in bulk on the amount which the party of the first part 
might be entitled to so withhold, and by delivering to the said party 
of the first part an equal amount of fuel oil at sixty and one-half 
cents (60^c.) per barrel of f(jrty-two (42) gallons in bulk, delivered 
on board its boats at the wharf of the party of the second part at 
Kichmond, California. 

The party of the first part further agrees, in consideration of the 
purchase of said crude oil and distillate by the party of the second 
part, and of the other agreements herein named to be kept and per- 
formed by the party of the second part, that the party of the first 
part will not engage in the manufacture or sale of any water white 
refined petroleum oil, prime white, standard white, or refined petro- 
leum called by any other name, naphtha, benzine, gasoline, or dis- 
tillate, of a gravity lighter than thirty-eight degrees (38°) Baume 
at a temperature of sixty degrees (60°) Fahrenheit, within the 
county of Contra Costa, State of California, during the term of this 
agreement. 

The party of the first part further agrees that it will not, during the 
term of this agreement, purchase any crude oil of a gravity lighter 
than twenty- five degrees (25°) Baume at a temperature of sixty 
degrees (60°) Fahrenheit from others, except such crude oil as it is 
now under contract entitled to purchase (a list of such contracts 
showing the persons from whom said oil is to be purchased and the 
dates thereof bring hereto attached, and made a part hereof and 
marked " Exhibit A"), to be delivered under this agreement to the 
party of the second part, or to be sold by the party of the first part to 
any other party for refining purposes, and that it will confine its de- 
liveries of crude oil to the party of the second part to the oil which it 
produces from its oil-producing properties located in Ventura, Santa 
Barbara, and San Luis Obispo counties and to the oils it is now un- 
der contract entitled to purchase, as shown by said Exhibit A. The 
party of the first part further agrees that it will not purchase any 
forty-five-degree (45°) gravity distillate for delivery to the party of 
the second part under this agreement. 

The party of the first part agrees to sell and deliver all of the said 
oil and distillate under the conditions hereinabove named in this 
agreement, and the party of the second part agrees to accept and pay 
for all the said crude oil so delivered at the following prices, deliv- 
ered on board boats or vessels at the ports of Ventura, Port Harford, 
and Alcatraz Landing, and in the manner herein named :

Whereas, said Barnsdall has, for the purposes of securing the pay- 
ment of said debt and interest, agreed to assign and deliver to said 
Young certain shares of stock in the Barnsdall Oil Company, a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of the State of Delaware, and 
has agreed that while said debt and interest, or any part thereof, re- 
mains unpaid said Young shall receive all dividends that may be 
declared on said shares of stock, and shall apply said dividends 
towards the payment of said debt and interest ; and. 

Whereas, said Barnsdall has guaranteed and covenanted that the

■ Whereas W. J. Young, of the city of Pittsburg and State of Penn- 
sylvania, has heretofore loaned to T. N. Barnsdall, of the same place, 
certain sums of money, amounting in the aggregate to seven millions 
five hundred thousand dollars, which sums, ' together with interest 
thereon at the rate of six per cent per annum, remain unpaid, and 
constitute an existing debt payable by said Barnsdall to said Young; 
and 

Whereas said Barnsdall desires to secure the payment of said sum 
with the interest now due, and that may hereafter become due 
thereon, to said Young : 

Therefore, it is agreed between said W. J. Young and said T. N. 
Barnsdall as follows, viz : 

That for the purpose of securing the payment of said debt and in-- 
terest thereon at the rate of six per cent per annum said Barnsdall 
shall assign and transfer or cause to be assigned and transferred to 
said Young ninety-nine thousand nine hundred and seventy-nine 
shares of the capital stock of the Barnsdall Oil Company, a corpo- 
ration organized under the laws of the State of Delaware, and shall 
also assign and transfer or cause to be assigned and transferred to 
such other persons as may be named by said Young the remaining 
twenty-one shares of said capital stock. 

That all dividends hereafter declared on said ninety -nine thousand 
nine hundred and seventy-nine shares of stock shall be paid to said 
Young and shall be a.pplied by him from time to time as the same 
shall be paid, first to the payment of the interest on said debt, and 
next to the payment of the principal thereof until said debt and in- 
terest shall be fully paid. 

Said Barnsdall hereby guarantees and covenants that the dividends 
to be declared on said ninety-nine thousand nine hundred and 
seventy-nine shares of stock will be sufficient to pay said debt and 
interest on or before the first day of February, A. D. 1914, and that 
if said dividends shall not be sufficient to pay said debt and interest 
on or before said date, he, the said Barnsdall, will pay to said Young 
such sum as it may be necessary to add to said dividends for the 
purpose of paying said debt and interest in full. Said Barnsdall 
further agrees that the shares of stock, bonds, mortgage, and inter- 
ests in tracts of coal shown in the list hereto attached marked Sched- 
ule " A," all of which are owned by him, the said Barnsdall, and are 
now in the hands of the Pittsburg Trust Company, of Pittsburg, Pa., 
shall remain in the hands of said Pittsburg Trust Company and shall 
be held by it as a pledge for the faithful compliance by him, the said 
Barnsdall, with his said guarantee and covenant that the dividends 
to be paid hereafter on said shares of stock in the Barnsdall Oil 
Company will be sufficient to pay said debt and interest on or before 
February first, A. D. 1914. 

The dividends which may be declared on the shares of stock shown 
in said Schedule "A," the interest which may accrue on the bonds 
and on the mortgage shown in the same schedule, the principal of 
said mortgage and the principal of such of said bonds as may mature 
while said debt or any part thereof remains unpaid, shall be paid to 
and retained by said Pittsburg Trust Company as a further pledge 
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for the faithful compliance by said Barnsdall with his guarantee 
and covenant aforesaid. 

In case the dividends from said shares of stock in the Barnsdall 
Oil Company shall be insufficient to pay said debt and interest on or 
before the first day of February, A. D. 1914, and said Barnsdall shall 
also fail to pay said Young the sum necessary to be added to said 
dividends for the purpose of paying said debt and interest, the divi- 
dends from the shares of stock shown in said Schedule "A," the inter- 
est on the bonds and on the mortgage shown in the same schedule, 
and the principal of such of said bonds as may have matured, together 
with the principal of said mortgage if the same shall have been paid, 
shall be turned over by said Pittsburg Trust Company to said Young, 
who shall apply the same towards the payment of said debt and the 
interest thereon.

Said Barnsdall shall, upon the execution of this agreement, convey 
or cause to be conveyed to said Barnsdall Oil Company, all of the 
leases, interests in leases, and all other estates and rights of him, the 
said Barnsdall, not heretofore conveyed by him to said Barnsdall OU 
Company, upon and in the lands situate in the Osage Indian Reser- 
vation, Oklahoma Territory, enumerated in Schedule "B," hereto 
attached, which schedule shall be taken as part hereof. The acreage 
of the leases, interests in leases, and other estates and rights of said 
Barnsdall in the lands enumerated in said Schedule " B," is repre- 
sented by him to be not less than three hundred and sixty thousand, 
estimating each undivided interest owned by said Barnsdall as equiva- 
lent to the number of acres it would represent if the land were divided 
according to acreage among the several owners of undivided interests; 
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therein, and said Barnsdall agrees that if said acreage, when esti- 
mated m the manner aforesaid, shall be found less than three hun- 
dred and sixty thousand, he will procure and convey to said company 
such other acreage as may be needed to make up the aggregate of 
three hundred and sixty thousand. Said leases, interests in leases, 
estates and rights shall be conveyed as aforesaid to said Barnsdall Oil 
Company free and clear of liens and encumbrances, except a certain 
mortgage made by the Arkansas Valley Oil and Gas Company to the 
Union Trust Company, of Pittsburg, Pa., upon a portion of said 
lands, but said Barnsdall covenants and agrees to pay said mortgage 
when and as the same becomes payable, and that he will protect and 
indemnify said Barnsdall Oil Company against liability for the pay- 
ment of said mortgage and any part thereof. 

Said Young shall assume the management of the business of said

The wells owned and that may hereafter be owned, wholly or in

■drilled by said company in such manner and at such times and places 
as will, in the judgment of said Young, be most profitable and 
advantageous to said company. 

Said Barnsdall shall not be obliged to convey to said Barnsdall

lands without compensation to the owner of the gas right, and be 
used to drill and operate the wells of said company.

The said plaintiff The Standard Oil Company now comes and says 
that on the 20th day of July, A. D. 1876, it was and still is a corpora- 
tion organized and existing under and by virtue of the laws of the 
State of Ohio, and that at tne same time the said defendants, William 
C. Scofield, Charles W. Scofield, Daniel Shurmer, and John Teagle 
were, and still are, partners doing business in the firm name of Scofield, 
Shurmer and Teagle, and the said plaintiff complains of the said de- 
fendants and says: 

That on the said 20th day of July, A. D. 1876, the said plaintiff and 
the said defendants as such partners were each separately engaged in 
the business of refining and dealing in crude petroleum and its prod- 
ucts, said plaintiff having a number of refining establishments at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and the said defendants owning and operating one refinery 
only, also located at Cleveland, Ohio, on the line of the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railroad, and while so engaged and on the said 
20th day of July, A. D. 1876, the said plaintiff and the said defendants 
as such partners entered into a joint arrangement in writing, in and by 
which it was, amongst other things, agreed between the said plaintiff 
and the said defendants individually and as such partners tnat the 
said defendants would continue their then business in the firm name 
of Scofield, Shurmer and Teagle of buying, refining, and selling crude 
petroleum and its products as theretofore carried on by them, for a 
period of ten years from July 20th, A. D. 1876, and furnish for the 
conducting of said business their refinery aforesaid with all tanks, 
fixtures, buildings, erections, tools, and all mechanical appliances then 
or theretofore used by them in their' said business, together with the 
land on which the same are situated, and also within fi^ve days from 
the date of said agreement furnish for the use of said joint business 
adventure the sum of ten thousand dollars in cash to be used continu- 
ously in said business until July 20th, A. D. 1886. 

That the said William C. Scofield, Charles W. Scofield, Daniel 
Shurmer, and John Teagle, in and by said agreement for conducting 
said joint adventure, further covenanted and agreed with the plaintiff 
to devote all their time and personal attention necessary to conduct 
the said business for the period aforesaid, and that during the ex- 
istence of said adventure they would not nor would either of them, as a 
firm or as individuals, directly or indirectly engaged or be concerned 
in any business connected with petroleum or any of its products in 
Cuyahoga County or elsewhere except in connection with the parties of 
the first part under this agreement, nor would they or either of them 
enter into any new business which would interfere with the time 
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necessary to be devoted to the full and faithful conduct of the business 
of said adventure. 

That the said William C. Scofield, Charles W. Scofield, Daniel 
Shurmer, and John Teagle, in and by said agreement for conducting 
said joint adventure, further covenanted and agreed with said 
plaintiff that the amount of crude petroleum to be distilled by them 
in the business of said adventure should not exceed annually eighty- 
five thousand barrels of forty-two gallons each in any year, but the 
same should be distributed as nearly as practicable in equal quantities 
of 42,500 barrels of 42 gallons each each and every six months from 
the 20th day of July, A. D. 1876, but the said 42,500 barrels might be 
run in a less period than six months. 

That in and by said agreement for conducting the business of said 
joint adventure it was stipulated and agreed by both parties, amongst 
other things, that from the net profits of the business of said joint ad- 
venture, the said defendants should first be entitled to retain and be 
paid the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars per annum while the said 
agreement was in force and operation, and in the case the net profits 
should not amount to $35,000.00 for any year that said agreement for 
conducting 'said joint adventure was in force and operation, then at the 
expiration of any such year the plaintiff should, on demand, pay to the 
said defendants a sum of money sufficient to make that amount viz: 
$35,000.00 for any year that said agreement should be in force and 
operation. That all net profits over the amount of thirty-five thou- 
sand dollars, so stipulated to belong to said defendants annually, 
should belong and be paid to said plaintiff until the plaintiff should 
receive therefrom as much as said defendants had received from the 
net profits under the provisions of said agreement, and all net profits 
in excess of seventy thousand dollars annually should be divided 
equally between the parties thereto. 

That in consideeation thereof and in and by said agreement for 
conducting said joint adventure the said plaintiff stipulated and 
agreed with the said defendants, amongst other things, that on or 
before the 25th day of July, A. D. 1876, it would furnish to the said 
defendants for them to use in the business of said joint adventure the 
sum of ten thousand dollars in cash, which sum was so paid in as agreed 
and still remains in the business. 

That the said plaintiff would receive, dock, and sell in the city of 
New York all oil and the products of petroleum consigned to it for 
sale at New York by said firm of Scofield, Shurmer and Teagle at 
actual cost of brokerage and handling, without commissions. 

That the said plaintiff would and did in said agreement guaran- 
tee to the said defendants that their share of the net profits arising 
from the busiaess of said joint adventure should for ten years from 
July 20th, A. D. 1876, to July 20th, A. D. 1886, amount to the sum 
of thirty-five thousand dollars annually, during the operation of 
this contract, as hereinbefore stated. 

The plaintiff further says that between July 20th, 1876, and the 
present time the said defendants have repeatedly violated their said 
agreement in this, to wit: that every year since the making of said 
agreement the said defendants have distilled over 85,000 barrels of 
crude petroleum; that during the year from July 20th, 1876, to July 
20th, 1877, they distilled 89,983i| barrels; that during the year from 
July 20th, 1877, to July 20th, 1878, they distilled 87,754j\ barrels; 
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that during the year from July 20th, 1878, to July 20th, 1879, they 
distilled 100,246|f' barrels; and from July 20th, 1879, to July 20th, 
1880, they distilled 90,082it barrels. 

That xjp to the present time the defendants have distilled more. 
than by the terms of their said agreement they have a right to distill 
up to January 20th, 1881, and nave purchased large quantities of 
crude petroleum and are distilling portions thereof and threaten to 
distill the balance without regarding their said contract. That the 
crude petroleum so as aforesaid distilled by the defendants has not by 
them been distributed as nearly as practicable in equal quantities of 
42,500 barrels of 42 gallons each, each and every six months, as they 
agreed to do, but, in violation of their said agreement they distilled 
from July 20th, 1876, to January 1st, 1877, 43,509|| barrels; from 
January 1st, 1877, to July 20th, 1877, 4Q,473i§ barrels; from July 
20th, 1877, to January 1st, 1878, 50,416if barrels; from January 1st, 
1878, to July 20th, 1878, 37,337f| barrels; from July 20th, 1878, to 
January 1st, 1879, 56,974J| barrels; from January 1st, 1879 to July 
20th, 1879, 43,272if barrels; from July 20th, 1879, to January 1st, 
1880, 57,49911 barrels. 

That on or about the 20th day of July, 1879, the plaintiff having 
discovered that the said defendants had, in violation of said agree- 
ment, distilled about 22,984 barrels of oU more than they were entitled 
to by the terms of said agreement, the plaintiff objected and com- 
plained to the defendants in regard thereto, and thereupon the 
defendants admitted the violation of the contract in that respect 
and it was agreed between the parties that the defendants would and 
should, during the then coming year, diminish their maniifacture 
sufl&ciently to bring the entire amount of manufacture under said 
contract within the terms of said agreement. That during the then 
coming year, from July 20th, 1879, to July 20th, 1880, the said 
defendants did not diminish their distillation below the 85,000 barrels, 
as they had agreed to do, but from July 20th, 1879, to January 1st, 
1880, they distilled 57,499f| barrels, and from January 1st, 1880, to 
July 20th, 1880, they distilled 32,582|J barrels, making a total of 
90,082|| barrels for the year, thus increasing their distillation over 
the 85,000 barrels 5,082 barrels instead of diminishing it as they had 
agreed to do. 

That the defendants threaten to and have informed the plaintiff 
that they will hereafter whoUy disregard said contract and continue 
to distill crude petroleum without regard to quantity. 

The plaintiff further says that since the making of said agree- 
ment and within the past year, the said Daniel Shurmer and John 
Teagle have, in violation of their said agreement, engaged and been 
connected in constructing a refinery at Buffalo, N. Y., for the purpose 
of distilling crude petroleum with others than the plaintiff under 
said agreement, and are now so engaged. That within the past year 
the said Daniel Shurmer and John Teagle, and each of them, have 
invested money to the amoimt of $10,000.00 and are now engaged 
and connected in constructing refineries for the purpose of distUluig 
crude petroleum and its products with others in no way connected 
with the plaintiff or under said agreement, but intending thereby to 
establish and prosecute with others the same business as that con- 
templated and conducted under said agreement, and thereby estab- 
lishing and conducting a rival business to the business of said 
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adventure and tending to involve the plaintiff in loss by reason of 
its guaranty that the profits of said adventure should amount to the 
sum of thirty-five thousand dollars annually to defendants, and have 
during the past year been at said Buffalo and other places giving the said 
business their time and personal attention, and have done so at times 
when their time and personal attention was needed and was requisite 
to properly conduct the business of said adventure under said agree- 
ment at Cleveland. 

The plaintiff further says that because of the said failure and 
refusals of the defendants to carry out their said agreement it has 
already sustained great damage and vsdll sustain further damage if 
the said defendants are permitted to continue their said violation of 
said agreement. That the said plaintiff has no adequate remedy 
therefor at law for the reason that the damages arising therefrom 
are so remote and difficult of ascertainment and constantly recurring 
would necessitate a multiplicity of suits and would involve the 
plaintiff in the increased hazard of losses arising from such increased 
manufacture and deprive it of all the benefits of said contract. 

The plaintiff therefore prays that the said WiUiam C. Scofield, 
Charles W. Scofield, Daniel Shurmer^ and John Teagle, may by proper 
process be made defendants herein and compelled to answer this 
petition; that a preliminary injunction and restraining order be 

f ranted restraining the said WilHam C. Scofield, Charles W. Scofield, 
>aniel Shurmer, and John Teagle, and each of them individuafly 
and as partners in the name of Scofield, Shurmer and Teagle, until the 
further order of the court, from distiUing at their said works at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, more than eighty-five thousand barrels of crude petroleum 
of forty-two gallons each in any year, and also from distiUing more 
than 42,500 barrels of crude petroleum of 42 gallons each, each and 
every six months, and also from distilling any more crude petroleum 
until the expiration of six months from and after July 20th, 1880, 
and also from directly or indirectly engaging in or being concerned 
in any business connected with petroleum or any of its products 
except in connection with the plaintiff under their said agreement, 
and that on the final hearing of this case the said defendants may 
in hke manner be restrained and enjoined from doing any of said acts 
until the expiration of said agreement and for such other and further . 
rehef in the premises as equity can give.

William C. Scofield et al., defendants, j & • L j 

Now come Daniel Shurmer and John Teagle and for their answer 
to the petition of the above-named plaintiff say that they deny that 
on the 20th day of July, A. D. 1876, or at any other time, they entered 
into a joint arrangement in writing by which anything whatever was 
agreed between said plaintiff and the defendants herein, but these 
defendants say that said plaintiff and said defendants did sign a 
writing of that date purporting to contain an arrangement and agree- 
ment between said plamtiff and said defendants, a copy whereof is 
hereunto annexed, marked "A," and made part of this answer; and 
these defendants did not sign or make any other writing purporting 
to contain any arrangement or agreement with said plaintiff and these 
defendants; and that the so-called agreement is and at all times has 
been utterly void and of no effect as being by its terms in restraint of 
trade and against public policy. These defendants further say that 
it is not true, and they therefore deny, that the defendants herein 
during the year from July 20th, 1876, to July 20th, 1877, distilled 
89,983f| barrels, or that during the year from July 20th, 1877, to 
July 20th, 1878, they distilled 87,7543% barrels, and they deny that 
up to the present time they have distilled more than by the terms of 
said so-called agreement they have a right to distill up to January 
20th, 1881. These defendants further deny that the defendants 
herein distilled from July 20th, 1876, to January 1st, 1877, 43,509i| 
barrels, or from January 1st, 1877, to July 20th, 1877, 46,473|| 
barrels, or from July 20th, 1877, to January 1st, 1878, 50,416H 
barrels, or from January 1st, 1878, to July 20, 1878, 37,337i| barrels, 
but they say that the allegations of the petition to that effect are each 
and all untrue. These defendants further deny that they made the 
agreement set forth in said petition as made on or about Jiily 20th, 
1879. These defendants further say that it is untrue and they there- 
fore deny that they threaten to, or have informed plaintiff that they 
wUl hereafter wholly disregard said contract, or continue to distill 
crude petroleum without regard to quantity. 

These defendants further deny each and every allegation in said 
petition contained, in respect to the connection of these defendants 
with the construction of a refinery at Buffalo, or the investment of 
rnoney in the construction of refineries, and they aver that they have 
given to the business of the so-called adventure of plaintiff and 
defendants, all the time and personal attention which could be by any 
possibility required, or of any service to it, although their partners, 
William C. Scofield and Charles W. Scofield, have, with plaintiflE's 
consent, given no attention whatever to said so-called adventure 
since July 20th, 1876. These defendants further say that they deny 
that through any action of theirs said plaintiff has sustained or will 
sustain any damage whatever, but these defendants say that their 
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business of distilling oil has been carried on at a large profit, and that 
the same is now attended with large profits and the price of refined 
oil is now so high, and there is such a large margin between the price 
of crude oil and refined, that the manufacture and sale of refined oil 
is attended with large profit; that it is impossible to supply the 
demand of the pubHc for oil if the business and refineries of both 
plaintiff and defendants are carried on and run to their full capacity, 
and if the business of defendants were stopped as prayed for by 
plaintiff it would result in a still higher price for refined oil and the 
establishment of more perfect monopoly in the manufacture and sale 
of the same by plaintiff. 

These defendants further say that said plaintiff has constantly 
and persistently violated the terms of said so-called written agreement, 
in that it has intentionally failed to give and has withheld from the de- 
fendants the benefit of the advantages therein agreed to be given, and 
that it has not given to defendants the benefit of its contracts relat- 
ing to freight on crude and refined oil, but these defendants have been 
constantly required to pay more and larger freights than said plain- 
tiff, and that said plaintiff has not allowed to defendants the same re- 
bate that it has received with different carriers ; and further, that said 
?laintiff has recently constructed a pipe line to the oil regions of 
'ennsylvania through which its oil has been pumped to Cleveland at 
an expense of about 12 cents a barrel, but has charged defendants 
forpumping their oil through the same pipe 20 cents per barrel. 

The defendants further say that at the time when said writing was 
signed, said plaintiff was endeavoring by contracts with divers per- 
' sons to establish a nionopoly in the manufacture of refined oil in the 
State of Ohio and in the United States, and that, for the purpose of 
monopolizing the trade in refined oil and enhancing the price thereof, 
and maintaining an unnaturally high price, said plaintiff entered into 
said so-called agreement, under the form of a joint arrangement or 
adventure, and for no other purpose, and contributed to the capital 
of said so-called adventure the sum of ten thousand dollars, whereas 
these defendants contributed thereto the sum of $73,000.00 and their 
time and attention, and their refinery had the capacity for refining 
180,000 barrels of crude oil per year, as plaintiff well knew, and said 
plaintiff thereby and by said other , contracts made with the same 
design, succeeded in creating a substantial monopoly and averting 
competition and maintaining an unnaturally high price for refined 
oil, and that said so-called agreement is therefore in restraint of 
trade and against public policy and void. 

These defendants further say that defendants have from time to 
time paid to plantiff their full share of the profits of said so-called 
adventure, and at no time has plantiff been required to pay any sum 
■ whatever to defendants, but has realized large profits from said busi- 
ness, and on the 4th day of March, 1880, with full knowledge of how 
much oil in excess of 85,000 barrels per year had been manufactured 
by defendants, demanded of said defendants that they should pay to 
plaintiff the entire profits upon said excess and claimed that its monop- 
oly was so perfect that it would have sold said excess if defendants 
had not, and defendants did pay to plantiff the one-half of the profits 
on said excess. 

These defendants further say that said defendants have a large 
number of men in their employment and dependent on them for 
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support, and that the defendants have made contracts to sell large 
amounts of oil, and have succeeded after many years in establishing 
a valuable trade; that they have contracted largely for barrels for 
refined oil, and that their customers depend entirely upon them, for 
a supply of oil which cannot be filled elsewhere, and they again have 
accepted orders from their own customers who have no other resource, 
and that if defendants were compelled to shut down their works they 
would become liable for great damages to their customers and to their 
cooper, who would be compelled to discharge men who can not else- 
where obtain employment, defendants' trade would be lost, and their 
works would largely deteriorate by being idle. 

Defendants therefore say that to "rant the prayer of the petition 
would be of no advantage to plantiff except what would result from 
a more perfect monopoly, and would subject defendants to great and 
irreparable loss and injury.

Agreement made this 20th day of July, A. D. 1876, by and between 
the Standard Oil Company, a corporation organized under the laws of 
the State of Ohio, party of the first part, and William C. Scofield, 
Charles W. Scofield, Daniel Schurmer, and John Teagle, individually 
and doing busmess as partners under the firm name of Scofield, 
Schurmer & Teagle, of Cleveland, O., parties of the second part, 
witnesseth : 

That whereas both parties are engaged in the business of refining 
and dealing in crude petroleum and its products, said party of the 
first part having a number of refining establishments at said Cleve- 
land and said party of the second part owning and operating one 
refinery located on the line of the Atlantic and Great Western Rail 
Road also at Cleveland. 

And whereas both parties desire to enter into a joint arrangement 
without being partners, 
■ It is agreed as follows: 

First. That said second party will continue their present business 
in the firm name of Scofield, Shurmer & Teagle, buying, refining, and 
selling crude petroleum and its products as now carried on by them, 
for a period extending from the 20th day of July, A. D. 1876 to the 
20th day of July, A. D. 1886, and furnish for the conducting of said 
business their refinery aforesaid with all the tanks, fixtures, buildings, 
erections, tools, and all mechanical appliances now or heretofore used 
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by them in their said business, together with the land on which the 
same are situated, and also furnish within five (5) days from the date 
hereof the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) cash to be used con- 
tinuously in the business until July 20th, A. D. 1886. 

Second. The said William C. Scofield, Charles W. Scofield, Daniel 
Shurmer, and John Teagle further convenant and agree to devote all 
their time and jjersonal attention necessary to properly conduct said 
business for the period aforesaid. 

During the existence of this adventure they will not nor will either 
of them as a firm or as individuals directly or indirectly engage or be 
concerned in any business connected with petroleum or any of its 
products in Cuyahoga County, Ohio, or elsewhere except in connec- 
tion with the parties of the first part under this agreement, nor shall 
they or either of them enter into any new business which will inter- 
fere with the time necessary to be devoted to the full and faithful 
conduct of the business of this adventure. 

Third. Accurate books of account shall be kept by the parties of 
the second part, which shall show at all times the correct condition 
of the said business and which shall be open at all times to the inspec- 
tion of the officers of the said Standard Oil Company or any suitable 
person employed by them. Balance sheets of said books of account 
shall be furnished the party of the first part monthly and other 
statements showing the general condition of said business whenever 
required by the first party. 

Fourth. All contracts, purchases, and sales under this adventure 
shall be made by the second party in their firm name of Scofield, 
Shurmer & Teagle. All products of the refinery aforesaid shall be 
shipped by such route or routes as the first party shall from time to 
time direct. The parties hereto and the agents of each respectively 
shall act in concert so far as may be in buying and selling and in rela- 
tion to prices to be paid and received, and it is agreed that no material 
change shall at any time be made by said parties of the second part , 
in the mode of conducting the said business, or in the extension or 
contraction thereof, nor shall any change be made in the prices paid 
or received without the consent of said first party, but it is clearly 
understood and agreed that this "paragraph does not give the first 

Earty the right to withhold its consent to the said second party from 
uying or selling at the same price as is paid or received by said first 
party on the same day; said first party agreeing to consult with said 
second party as frequently as they may desire and advise them at 
all times of any change in the market for refined or crude when 
requested. 

Fifth. The said party of the second part further agrees to pay, 
settle, and discharge aU rent that is now due or accrues up to July 
20th, 1876, on the land upon which said tefining is located, also to 
pay all taxes on said land and refinery now due, if any there are, and 
also a sum equal to one-fourth of the entire taxes thereon for the year 
1876, which is to be in full for the second party's proportion of the 
taxes thereon for 1876, being for the months of April, May, & June, 
1876, also a rateable proportion of the rent and taxes of any year for 
the time that this contract may be suspended and inoperative under 
the provision thereof. 

Silxth. Except as hereinbefore provided in section five the profits 
of the business done under this adventure, as well as the cash capital 
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herein agreed to be contributed, shall during the existence of this 
adventure pay all rents and taxes on said refinery and the land on 
which the same is located, as also all expenses properly incurred in the 
conduct of said business, as also the cost of maintenance of said 
refinery with all the tanks, fixtures, buildings, erections, tools, and all 
mechanical appUances, in as good order and condition as the same 
shall appear to be in on the said 20th day of July, A. D. 1876, natural 
wear and tear alone excepted.

that the manufacture of oil at Cleveland, Ohio, cannot be conducted 
advantageously and profitably and so as to fairly compete with other 
places, or in case the locahty of the production of crude petroleum 
shall change so that the manufacture of oil at Cleveland, Ohio, can- 
not be conducted advantageously and profitably and so as to fairly 
compete with other places, then in either of such events the operation 
of this agreement shall be suspended on the 20th day of July, A. D. 
1877, and the amount so as aforesaid invested shall be repaid to the 
first party within thirty (30) days after the same is so suspended and 
the business temporarily closed up and settled so as to divide and pay 
to each party all due them from this adventure within said thirty (30) 
days. Whenever the cause for which this agreement was suspended no 
longer exists the said first party is to have the right to revive this 
agreement at any and all times after the same has been so suspended, 
and upon giving sixty days' notice to said second party of their desire 
to do so and upon furnishing to said second party the said sum of 
ten thousand dollars (|10,000#) then the said agreement shall be 
revived and the said second party shall resume and again carry on 
the business under this agreement for at least a full year and longer 
if the contingencies aforesaid or either of them do not arise.

Tenth. Insurance upon the property placed in this adventiu-e may 
be obtained and carried to such an amoimt as the parties shall agree 
upon and all premiums thereon shall be paid from the profits of this 
adventure.

Oliver H. Payne, being duly sworn, says that he has been treasurer 
of The Standard Oil Co. of Cleveland since the year 1873 and is stiU 
treasurer thereof. I have examined the affidavits of John Teagle 
filed in this case on November 3rd, 1880, and refiled on November 4th 
1880. It is not true as stated by John Teagle that the Standard Oil 
Co. directly or indirectly, by or through its officers or agents, pur- 
chased or acquired the Empire Transportation Co. or furnished the 
money therefor. Nor it is true that the Standard OU Co. inaugurated 
or began or induced any other person to begin a war upon the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Co. or the Empire Transportation Co., as stated in 
said affidavit of John Teagle, nor is it true as stated by John Teagle 
that the Standard Oil Co., directly or indirectly, through its officers or 
agents, owns or controls or has control of the works formerly owned 
by Warden, Frew & Co., Lockhart, Frew & Co., J. A. Bostwick & Co., 
Chas. Pratt & Co., Acme Refining Co., Imperial Refining Co., Camden 
Consolidated Oil Co., Devoe Manufacturing Co., or the refinery at 
Hunters Point, New York, or any of them. 

Affiant further says that the organization called the South Im- 
provement Co., referred to by John Teagle in his affidavit, was organ- 
ized, as affiant is informed and believes, in the last part of 1871 or the 
first part of the year 1872. That no stock was ever issued by the 
South Improvement Co., to the knowledge of affiant. That the 
Standard Oil Co., of Cleveland, Ohio, never subscribed for or owned 
any stock in the South Improvement Co., but a large majority of the 
stock of the South Improvement Co. was subscribed for by individuals 
entirely disconnected with the Standard Oil Co. of Cleveland, Ohio, 
and who represented refining interests in different parts of the coun- 
try which were competitors of the said Standard Oil Co. It is true that 
the Standard OH Co. controls the price of its own oil in the Western 
States, in the New England States, and in Cleveland, but it is not true 
that Standard Oil Co. controls the price of oU manufactured by others 
who are its competitors in any of the places named by John Teagle. 

The competition in the oil market which is constantly met by the 
Standard Oil Co. frequently affects the price it charges for oU, and it is 
undoubtedly true of its competitors that the competition they meet in 
the market frequently affects the price they charge for oil. 

The Standard Oil Co. has in various parts of the country tank 
stations which it furnishes with oil and employs agents to sell it. 
It also sells oil to various parties in large quantities, who sell in the 
open market. It also exports large quantities of oil to foreign coun- 
tries, and upon all the oil so handled by it it receives whatever profit 
there is but does not receive nor is it entitled to receive any profit on 
oil manufactured or handled by others. 
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That it is not true that plaintiff has an agent in St. Louis, Mo., but 
it. sells oil to a party there, and it requested the said defendants and it 
requested the said defendants and they agreed to ship their oil for 
that market to the same party, but it is not true that this was done to 
prevent competition between plaintiff and defendant, nor was there 
any competition between plaintiff and defendant, for both sold at the 
same price. It is not true that defendants have not obtained the 
same rates of freight as the plaintiff when the oil was shipped as re-, 
■quired by the contract, but it is true that in all cases where oil was 
shipped by the defendants in accordance with the terms of the con- , 
tract the rate of freight charged was the same as that paid by the 
plaintiff whether the same was shipped in bulk or in barrels. 

The Standard Oil Co. do not sell oil in New Orleans by itself or by 
agents, that market being supplied by other parties, and in case any 
sales were made there in June, 1880, at nine cents per gallon the same 
was not sold by the Standard Oil Co., but by other parties who were 
competing with defendants and others for the market at that point. 

Crude oil is sold in open market and the price is published in the 
public press every day. The defendants have always had ample 
facilities to know the market for crude oil and the plaintiff has not, 
and could not if it would prevent the defendants from knowing every 
day the price of crude oU, but has at all times given to the defendants 
all information it could in regard to the price of crude oil whenever 
they consulted with affiant, and have at all such times given them my 
opinion as to the probable course of the market. 

That it is not true that the Standard Oil Co., or any of its officers or 
agents, were ever dissatisfied because the Lake Shore Crude Oil Trans- 
portation Co. brought oil to Cleveland for persons not connected 
with the Standard Oil Co., nor is it true that the Standard Oil Co. was 
determined or sought to prevent the bringing of oil for other parties. 

Affiant further says that neither the Standard Oil Co. or any of its 
agents or officers prevented or sought to prevent any parties from 
obtaining crude oil, but he says the fact is that crude oil is sold in 
open market at the point of production, that the market is over- 
stocked all the time, any person can at any time buy all he wishes to 
and it is practically impossible for one party to prevent another from 
buying all he wishes.

William C. Scofield et al. ) 

Henry M. Flagler being duly sworn says that he is and has been 
since January, 1870, secretary of the Standard Oil Company of Cleve- 
land, Ohio. That for about three years prior to the month of Ja.nuary, 
1870, he was engaged in refining petroleum in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
that since he became secretary of the Standard Oil Co. th^ Standard 
Oil Co. has been engaged in refining petroleum. That during the 
time he has been so engaged the firm and the said corporation with 
which he has been connected have refined a large amount of petro- 
leum. That he has been so long engaged in the business that he has 
become familiar with the general business of refining and with the 
markets and with the amount of crude petroleum produced and with 
the amount of crude petroleum refined and with the entire business 
of the Standard Oil Company. 

Affiant further says- that the Standard Oil Co. owns and operates 
its refineries at Cleveland, Ohio, and also a refinery at Bayonne, in the 
State of New Jersey. That at no other place in the United States 
does the said Standard Oil Co. own, operate, or control any refinery 
or refineries. 

Affiant further says that to the best of his knowledge and belief 
the Standard Oil Co. has no advantage in freight rates in the ship- 
ment of crude or refined oil over other shippers, that at a former time 
the Standard Oil Co. had a contract for the shipment of oil to New 
York City in and by which shipment the Standard Oil Co. furnished, 
at very great expense to itself, terminal facilities, and the railroads 
furnished the cars and hauled its shipments through to New York, 
where the Standard Oil Co. received them. That it also released the 
railroads from any damages occasioned by fire, and guaranteed to the 
railroads the transportation of a certain quantity of oil, for all of which 
the railroads agreed to and did allow to the Standard Oil Co. ten per 
cent of thp amount of freight charged, but this contract was aban- 
doned about eighteen months since, and has never been renewed. That 
in all the contracts made by the Standard Oil Co. the railroads have 
expressly reserved the right to give to other parties as low a rate of 
freight and pay them the same commission of ten per cent if they 
would furnish the railroads with equal terminal facilities and perform 
similar duties; that the Standard Oil Co. never had any contract by 
which there was any discrimination in freight or any rebate given to 
it except as under the conditions above stated, the allowance of ten 
per cent referred to was made to it, but at present and for about 
eighteen months last past no such arrangement exists between the 
Standard Oil Co. and any common carrier whatsoever, nor is the 
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Standard Oil Co. a stockholder in any railroad, pipe line, or other 
common carrier for the transportation of oil or freight, nor has it 
ever been. That within the year past the Standard Oil Co. for its 
own use has constructed and owns and is now operating a pipe line 
from Cleveland to the western line of the State of Pennsylvania for 
the purpose of bringing oil to its refineries in Cleveland. 

Affiant further says that there are in Ohio, West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Massachusetts, and New Jersey a large number 
of refineries that are not owned or in any way controlled by the 
Standard Oil Co., and in which it has no interest whatever, that are 
refining oil for the open market; that the amount of oil refined by the 
Standard Oil Co. does not exceed thirty-three per cent of the entire 
amount of oil refined in the United States; that the Standard Oil Co. 
has no contract, arrangement, or agreement with any individual, com- 
pany, or corporation like the contract with Scofield, Shurmer and 
Teagie except one with the Pioneer Oil Company of the city of Cleve- 
land, and, excepting these two contracts, that all the refineries save 
those of plaintiff at Cleveland and at Bayonne are owned, operated, 
and controlled solely and entirely independent of the said plaintifl'. 

Affiant further says that the Standard Oil Co. has no interest in any 
oil property, or any control over the production of crude petroleum 
whatever, does not own any wells or land producing oil, nor has it 
any control over the price of crude petroleum, but relies upon its sup- 
plies as others do by purchase in the open market; that the refining 
of oil has largely increased within the last ten years, and more oil was 
refined in the year 1879 in the United States than was ever refined 
in the United States in any one year prior to that date, and there 
were more men employed in connection with the business during that 
year than were ever employed in any one year prior to that date; 
that the average price of refined oil during the year 1879 was lower 
than during any other year since affiant has been connected with the 
business. 

I have read the affidavit of H. L. Taylor filed in this case October 
18th, 1880, in which he says that he has been for some six or eight 
years last past acquainted with Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Flagler, Mr. 
Payne and others ; that he has had conversation with some of these 
parties with regard to the control by the Standard Oil Co. of the dis- 
tilling and refining business in the State of Ohio and in the United 
States, and that he has heard them say in substance that the Standard 
Oil Co. intended to wipe out all the refineries in the country except 
theirs and to control the entire refining business in the United States ; 
affiant says that he is acquainted with said Taylor and that said 
statements so far as they relate to him are wholly false, and that he 
never made to him or in his hearing any such statements, and affiant 
says that he never visited in company with the said Taylor a;iy of the 
cities or places mentioned in his affidavit, nor was said Taylor shown 
by him or anybody in his presence refineries that were formerly con- 
trolled by others and running independent that are now under the 
control and management of the Standard Oil Co. or in any manner 
owned by it, and that said statements to that effect are wholly false. 

Affiant says that it has not come to pass, as sworn to by said Taylor, 
that said company has wiped out the refining business of the United 
States or that it to-day controls it. 
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Respecting the statement of said Taylor that in. many instances to 
his (Taylor's) knowledge the Standard Oil Cdmpany has bought 
refineries and taken them down, this affiant says that it is true that 
several years since certain small refineries located on leased ground 
were purchased by the Standard Oil Co. and at its convenience these 
works were removed and utilized at the larger establishments of 
plaintiff. 

As to the allegation in said Taylor's affidavit that the said plaintiff 
employed men at large salaries who were the owners of refineries and 
at the same time gave them no absolute employment, the same is 
untrue, but it is a fact that the employees of the said Standard OU 
Co. were restricted while in its employment from entering into the 
business of refining and distilling oil except for the benefit of said com- 
pany while they continued in said employment. That it is also true 
that said company having a capacity for refining oU in excess of the 
wants of the trade at certain seasons of the year would shut down a 
portion of its works for such periods, and run at others, according to 
the demands for refined oU, and that since the making of the contract 
with defendants it has frequently shut down a portion of its works 
and distilled much less than its capacity for the purpose of carrying 
out in good faith its contract with defendants to equalize the business, 
and thereby has not refined more oil relative to its capacity than 
85,000 barrels is to the entire capacity of defendants' works. 

Further responding to the affidavit of said Taylor, affiant says that 
it is not true as stated by Taylor that for six or eight years or for any 
length of time the said plaintiff has substantially controlled the trans- 
portation of oil; that it is not true that for that length of time or for 
any length of time it has had less rates of freight upon fines of trans- 
portation than any refineries independent of said company could get 
f)rovided they would undertake similar obligations and perform simi- 
ar duties. 

As to the allegation of said Taylor that other language has been 
used to affiant by the officers of said Standard Oil Co. to the effect that 
said company intended to have all the refineries and that they aimed 
at the entire control of the oil business, that the same so far as it 
relates to this affiant is wholly untrue, that he never made any such 
statement to Taylor or in his hearing; that it is not true, as sworn to 
by said Taylor, that the said Standard Oil Co. got control of the refin- 
eries of Logan Bros., of Philadelphia, Octave Oil Co., and Easterly & 
Davis and Bennett, Warren & Co. of Titusville, Pa., R. S. Waring and 
Citizens Oil Works at Pittsburgh, Penna., or any of them. 

Affiant has also read the affidavit of J. H. Heisel filed in this case on 
the 18th day of October, 1880. The statement therein contained that 
Mr. Flagler, an officer of said Standard Oil Co., told Heisel that the 
"big fish was going to eat up the little ones" is wholly untrue, no such 
conversation was ever had between me and Mr. Heisel. 

I have examined the affidavit of Levi T. Scofield in relation to the 
purchase by the Standard Oil Co. of the Lake Shore Crude Oil Trans- 
portation Co. and the effects thereof. The facts in relation to such 
purchase are that said transportation company had a contract with 
the Lake Shore Railroad Co., by virtue of which said railroad com- 
pany was forced to pay the transportation company an enormous 
subsidy on all oil transported to Cleveland by said rafiroad in addition 
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to regular rates of mileage for the use of said transportation com- 
pany's cars, said subsidy amounting co about ten dollars per car load. 
The effect of this was to force refiners in the city of Cleveland to pay 
greater rates of freight on oil than was paid by refiners at Pittsburgh 
and other competing points, and was a burden on the refining business 
of Cleveland which it could not sustain. The Standard Oil Company 
was forced to buy out said transportation company in order to relieve 
the refining business at Cleveland from this burden, and after such 
purchase the said contract was cancelled, and so far from the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. purchasing the property of said transportation company 
for the purpose of obtaining advantages over other refiners in the city 
of Cleveland the fact is that before the purchase was consummated 
and in reply to a statement made by a representative of the transporta- 
tion company that the sum offered by the Standard Oil Co. for the 
capital stock and property afterward purchased was much less than 
it cost, affiant said to such representative that the sum offered by the 
plaintiff had been arrived at through a careful survey of the property 
owned by said transportation company and that if the transporta- 
tion company was dissatisfied with said sum and were willing to abide 
by an amount to be fixed by disinterested parties the Standard Oil 
Co. would agree to pay for said capital stock and property any sum 
which it might be appraised at by three competent and disinterested 
persons. Affiant also stated to said representative that the plaintiff 
did not desire to make said purchase for its own aggrandizement, but 
solely that the refining business at Cleveland might be relieved of the 
burden of the contract then existing between the Lake Shore Railroad 
Co. and the transportation company, and that in either event, whether 
the transportation company accepted the sum offered by the plaintiff 
or accepted a sum to be fixed upon by disinterested parties as afore- 
said, the Standard Oil Co. would sell to the Lake Shore Railroad Co. 
the entire capital stock and property of the transportation company 
for twenty-five thousand dollars less than the sum it was to pay to the 
transportation company, as the plaintiff considered that in its own 
business it was well worth that sum ($25,000) to be relieved from the 
burden of the aforesaid contract which was imposed upon the plain- 
tiff's business by reason of its existence. 

It is also true that affiant, acting for the Standard Oil Co., made 
the following proposition to the Lake Shore Railroad Co. : That in the 
event the transportation company sold its capital stock and property 
to the Standard Oil Co. the plamtiff would sell all the capital stock 
and property so purchased to the Lake Shore Railroad Co. for the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars less than it cost. 

It is also true that before any negotiations were entered upon with 
said transportation company that affiant, acting for the plaintiff, 
repeatedly urged the Lake Shore Railroad Co. to purchase the prop- 
erty of said transportation company and offered to loan said railroad 
company the money necessary to make such purchase at a low rate 
of interest, as plaintiff did not desire then or at any subsequent period 
to become the owner of the capital stock and property of the trans- 
portation company, provided the result could be obtained in any 
other way than by the purchase of the property by the plaintiff. The 
purchase of the transportation company had no connection directly 
or indirectly with the subsequent purchases of the oil works in said

aflidavit mentioned, which were not refineries, but lubricating oil 
works, and it is not true, as stated in said affidavit, that the effect of 
the control which the Standard Oil Comj)any has obtained of the 
refining husiness in the city of Cleveland is to increase the price of 
refined oil to consumers, to decrease the wages of laborers, and to 
diminish the number of hands employed in the business. There are 
so many points better situated as renning points than Cleveland, on 
account of their proximity to the seaboard or to the oil region and on 
account of better facilities of transportation, and the competition in 
the business had become so great and determined that had it not been 
for the partial consolidation of the business in the city of Cleveland 
by the aid of the Standard Oil Company, Cleveland would have long 
since ceased to be a refining point of any importance, and by far the 
greater number, if not all of the skilled workmen would have been 
idle or would have been forced to remove to lOther places for employ- 
ment in the business.

John D. Rockefeller, being duly sworn, says that for about eighteen 
years past he has been engaged in the business of refining crude petro- 
leum; that from about the year 1863 to 1870 he was engaged as a 
member of firms in such refining, and from January, 1870, he has 
been and still is engaged in such refining business as president of said 
plaintiff, the Standard Oil Company; that during said time he has 
given the business personal attention and has thereby become familiar 
with the general business of refining crude petroleum, with the 
amount of crude petroleum produced, with the amount of crude 
petroleum refined, so far as can be ascertained, and especially with 
the business of the Standard Oil Company. 

Affiant says the Standard Oil Company owns and operates its 
refineries at Cleveland, Ohio, and its refinery at Bayonne, New Jersey; 
that is has no other refineries nor any interest in any other refineries, 
nor does the Standard Oil Company operate or control in the United 
States any other refineries of crude petroleum; that there are in Ohio 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, New York, and New Jersey a large 
number of refineries of crude petroleum that are not owned or con- 
trolled by said Standard Oil Company and in which the said Standard 
Oil Company has no interest whatever, directly or indirectly, which 
are now and for years past have been refining crude petroleum and 
selling it in the open market; that the amount of crude petroleum 
refined by the said Standard Oil Company does not exceed thirty- 
three per cent of the total amount refined in the United States. 

Affiant further says that the capacity of all the refineries in the 
United States is more than sufficient to supply the markets of the 
world, and in the judgment of affiant if all the refineries were run to 
their full capacity they would refine at least twice as much oil as the 
markets of the world require; that this difference between the capacity 
of refineries and the demands of the market has existed for at least 
seven years past, and during that period the refineries of the Standard 
Oil Company have not been run to their full capacity, and in the judg- 
ment of affiant not to exceed one-half of their capacity. 

Affiant further says that during all the period of time that he has 
been engaged in the business of refining oil he has been familiar with 
the price of crude oil and with the price of refined oil and with the profits 
to be derived therefrom, and from such experience he states that the 
average price of refined oil and the average profits to the manufacturer 
per gallon on same since 1876 have been much less than the average 
profit for several years previous to 1876; that said Standard Oil 
Company has no means now and never has had any of influencing the 
price of refined oil save by the sale of its product in the open market. 

Affiant further says that the Standard Oil Company has not nor did 
it ever have any interest in any oil oroperty or any control over the

production of crude petroleum; that it does not own any oil wells or 
land producing oil, and never did; nor has it any control over the price 
of crude petroleum, but relies upon obtaining its supplies, as all others 
do, by purchase in the open market and at the prices paid by others at 
the same time; that the said Standard Oil Company is not now nor has 
it ever been a stockholder in any raUroad, pipe line, or other common 
carrier for the transportation of oil, but within the year past it has, for 
its own convenience, constructed, and owns and is now operating, a 
pipe line from Cleveland to the western line of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, for the purpose of bringing oil to its refineries at Cleveland; 
that said pipe line is now insufficient to supply the demands of the 
Standard Oil Company for crude oil for its own refineries, and for that 
reason it has been and is now compelled to bring crude oil to Cleveland 
in cars to supply its wants. 

That from the deponent's experience in business he knows it to be 
true that a large manufacturer always has an advantage in cheapness 
of manufacture over a small manufacturer; that all the advantages 
derived by the Standard Oil Company are legitimate business ad- 
vantages, due to the very large volume of supplies which it purchases, 
its long continuance in business, the experience it has thereby ac- 
quired, the knowledge of all the avenues of trade, the skill of ex- 
perienced employes, the possession and use of all the latest and most 
valuable mechanical improvements, appliances, and processes for the 
distillation of crude oil, and in the manufacture of its own barrels, 
glue, etc., etc., by reason of which it is enabled to put the oil on the 
market at a cost of manufacture much less than by others not having 
equal advantages. These advantages, by reason of which the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is enabled to refine oil cheaper than small manu- 
facturers, are not exclusive to the Standard Oil Company, but are 
open to every person doing business under similar circumstances. 
That this state of facts has been detritnental to smaller refineries and 
has prevented them from making as much profit as they desired, and 
in some cases compelled them to suspend refining, and this constitutes 
the only foundation for the oft-repeated expressions "crushed out," 
"squeezed out," and "bulldozing." 

Affiant says he has examined the answer of the defendants, Shurmer 
and Teagle, and his attention has been called to various statements 
contained in it. In regard to the statement made therein that "if the 
business of the defendants were stopped as prayed for by plaintiff, it 
would result in a stUl higher price for refined oil and the establishment 
of a more perfect monopoly in the manufacture and sale of the same 
by plaintiff." The same is untrue, as there is not, never has been, and 
never can be a monopoly in the manufacture of refined oil, nor has the 
limitation in said agreement as to quantity to be manufactured 
affected, nor has the lunitation in said agreement affected, nor will the 
stoppage by the defendants of their manufacture, as prayed for in 
plamtiff's petition, in the least affect the price of refined oil, for the 
reason that leaving out the entire capacity of the refinery of de- 
fendants there would stiQ remain a large excess of capacity for sup- 
plying all the demands of the public, and hence there would be no 
opportunity for advancing the price, nor would it tend to create a 
monopoly of the business by the plaintiff. 

Affiant further says that it is not true that the said plaintiff has at 
any time or in any manner violated the terms of said agreement as 
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alleged in said answer or in any other manner. That it is not true that 
plaintiff has intentionally or otherwise withheld from the defendants 
the benefit of the advantages agreed upon in said contract to be given 
them, nor is it true that the plaintiff has not given to defendants the 
benefit of its contracts relating to freight on crude and refined oil, but 
the plaintiff has given to the defendants privileges not required by the 
agreement. That it is not true that the defendants have ever been 
required to pay larger rates of freight than were paid by the plaintiff 
when the defendants made any shipments of oil in accordance with the 
terms of the contract ; nor is it true that the plaintiff has not allowed to 
defendants the same rebates that it has received from different car- 
riers upon any shipments of oil made in accordance with the terms of 
the contract. 

That it is true that the plaintiff has recently constructed a pipe 
line from Cleveland to the western line of the State of Pennsylvania, 
through which its oil has been pumped to Cleveland since the spring 
of 1880, but it is not true that it is the owner of the said pipe line from 
the western line of the State of Pennsylvania to the oil regions. 
That it is true that to promote the interests of defendants the plain- 
tiff has furnished to defendants crude oil through said pipe line and 
charged them twenty cents per barrel for the transportation of the 
same; but it is not true that said pipe line was constructed for the 
purpose of transporting oil for others than the plaintiff, nor is it true 
that under the terms of said agreement the defendants are entitled 
to the transportation of oil through said pipe line, nor is it true that 
the charge of twenty cents per barrel is an unreasonable price for 
transporting oil through said pipe line from the oil regions to Cleve- 
land; but affiant avers it to be true that during the time it so fur- 
nished the oil through the pipe line at twenty cents per barrel, of 
forty-two gallons each, the railroads were charging freight at the 
rate of from thirty-five to fifty cents per barrel of forty-five gallons 
each. 

Plaintiff continued to deliver defendants through the pipe line, 
and at twenty cents per barrel, mitil they had received all they were 
entitled to manufacture under the contract dated July 20, 1876. 

Afiiant says that it is not true that "at the time when said agree- 
ment was signed said plaintiff was endeavoring by contracts with 
divers persons to establish a monopoly in the manufacture of refined 
oil in the State of Ohio and in the United States." Affiant avers 
that it has made but one other contract with other persons like 
the one made with defendants, and that was a contract made at the 
same date, viz, July 20, 1876, with the Pioneer Oil Company of the 
city of Cleveland, of which the defendants had full knowledge. 
Affiant further says that he was present and participated in the ne- 
gotiations which resulted in the formation of the contract with these 
defendants, and that it is not true that said contract was entered 
into for the purpose of monopohzing the trade in refined oil or for the 

Eurpose of enhancing the price thereof, and maintaining an unnaturally 
igh price for the same; and affiant says that it is not true that plain- 
tiff by said contract, and by the said other contract made with the same 
design, succeeded in creating a substantial monopoly and averting 
competition, and maintaining an unnaturally high price for refined 
oil; but said contract was made, as is therein stated, for the purpose of 
equalizing the business of manufacturing oil and giving to each of 
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said contracting parties their due proportion thereof, and that the 
amount of 85,000 barrels per annum, to which the distillation of de- 
fendants is by said contract limited, is, as agreed, a relative proportion 
to their full capacity, as is the amount distilled by plaintiff per annum 
since said contract was entered into to its total capacity for refining 
oil; and it is not true that said agreement is in restraint of trade and 
against public policy, as alleged in the said answer of defendants, 
Shurmer and Teagle. Affiant says that on or about the first day of Oc- 
tober, 1879, it came to his knowledge that the defendants had, in viola- 
tion of said agreement, distilled about 22,984 barrels of oil more than 
they were entitled by the terms of said agreement, and thereupon he 
had an interview with defendants, W. C. Scofield and John Teagle, 
who admitted the defendants had distilled in excess of the quantity 
stipulated in the contract, and agreed to reduce the quantity distilled 
dtu-ing the year following July 20, 1879, by the amount they had 
already distilled in excess up to that date, but requested they might 
be allowed to distribute said reduction equally over each six months 
of the year instead of wholly in either the first or last six months of 
the year following July 20, 1879, to which request affiant assented. 

Affiant says that it is not true that " the plaintiff, on the foiu-th day 
of March, 1880, with full knowledge of how much oil in excess of 
85,000 barrels per year had been manufactured by defendants and 
plaintiff, demanded of said defendants that should pay to plaintiff 
the entire profits upon said excess," other than as is hereinafter 
stated; and it is not true that plaintiff, at the time it demanded said 
profits, claimed that it had any monopoly, or that its monopoly was 
so perfect that it would have sold said excess if defendants nad not, 
or that it was entitled to said profits in consequence of any monopoly; 
but affiant says that it did claim the profits upon the oil sold in excess 
of said 85,000 barrels, because defendants had broken their agree- 
ment with said plaintiff, and the profits on such excess the plaintiff 
at that time was willmg to accept as compensation for such breach 
of said contract. 

Affiant says that he does not Imow what contracts for the sale of 
oil defendants may have made, or what contracts for the manufac- 
ture or for the construction of barrels they may have entered into, 
or what obligations they may be under to their customers; but he 
says that for a long time past the defendants have had notice that 
plaintiff would insist upon the performance by them of their obliga- 
tions under their said contract, and that if they have entered into 
contracts for the sale of oU as alleged by them and entered into other 
obligations, they have done so with the full knowledge that they were 
thereby violating and continuing the violation of said agreement of 
July 20, 1876. 

I have read the affidavit of H. L. Taylor, filed in this case October 
18, 1880, iQ which he says: "That he has been for some six or eight 
years last past acquainted with Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Flagler, Mr. Payne, 
and others; that he has had conversations with some of these parties 
with regard to control by the Standard Oil Company of the distilling 
and refinmg business in the State of Ohio and in the United States, 
and that he has heard them say in substance that the Standard Oil 
Company intended to wipe out all the refineries in the country except 
T^^' ^^^ ^^ control the entire refining busmess m the United States." 
Affiant says that he has been acquainted with H. L. Taylor for several 
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years past ; that all the foregoing statements so far as they relate to 
Kim are false, and that he never made to said Taylor or to any person 
in his hearing any such statement, nor statements in substance to that 
effect. Affiant further says that he never, in company with said Taylor, 
visited anj^ of the cities or places mentioned in his affidavit for the 
purpose of inspecting or examining refineries, though he may have met 
said Taylor incidentally at various places, but that he never showed 
him refiiieries that were formerly under the control of others and run- 
ning independently and stated that the same had passed under the 
control or the Standard Oil Company, nor did anybody else make 
such statements to Taylor in his hearing. 

Affiant says that it has not come to pass, as sworn by said Taylor, 
that said Standard Oil Company has "wiped out" the refilling 
business of the United States, or that it to-day controls it, but affiant 
believes that at the time said Tajlor made his affidavit he knew there 
were very many refineries running independently of and in no way 
connected with the Standard Oil Company, and that said Taylor was 
himself then interested in the profits or a large refining business repre- 
sented by a number of refiners who were large competitors of the 
Standard Oil Company. 

With respect to the assertion of said Taylor that "in many instances 
to his knowledge the Standard Oil Company has bought refineries and 
taken them down," affiant says that several years ago when the 
business was very much scattered, in several instances and for 
greater economy in manufactm-ing, the Standard Oil Company 
dismantled refineries unfavorably located and utilized the construc- 
tion, machinery, and appliances of the same to increase its manufac- 
ton'^ at Cleveland. 

It is true that in many cases persons who had been misuccessfully 
engaged in refining, but had experience, were to some extent emplojred 
by the Standard Oil Company in its business of refining, but that with 
respect to the averment m said Taylor's affidavit that " in other cases 
said company employed men, who had refineries, at large salaries and 
at the same time gave them no absolute employment," the same is 
imtrue. But it is true that it has restricted its employes from entering 
the business of refining and distilling oil except under said company's 
direction. 

But none of these things were done by the plaintiff for the purpose 
of creating and maintaining a monopoly of the business of refining, 
but were done for the purpose of conducting its business more effi- 
ciently. 

And affiant says that it was not true, as sworn to by said Taylor, 
that the Standard Oil Company during a large portion of the time 
that he refers to, to wit, six or eight years past, or for any length of 
time, has substantially controlled the transportation of oil; that it is 
not true that said Standard Oil Company ever had, or that it now has, 
any contract with any lines of transportation in which it was stipu- 
lated that it should have a lower rate of freight than other shippers 
undertaking the same obligation and furnishing equal terminal 
facilities; that in all the contracts ever had with the railroads, the 
railroad companies have reserved the right to charge others the same 
rate of freight as that paid by the Standard Oil Company; and affiant 
further says that even those contracts with the railroad companies 
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which gave the Standard Oil Company a commission for facilities 
furnished have long been abrogated and abandoned. 

Affiant says that with respect to the statement in said Taylor's 
affidavit that "other language has been used to him [said Taylor] by 
the officers of said Standard Oil Company to the effect that the said 
company intended to have all the refineries and aimed at having: 
entire control of the oil market," the same so far as it related to him 
is wholly imtrue. 

Affiant says that it is not true that the plaintiff got control of the 
refineries of the firm of Logan Brothers of Philadelphia, Octave Oil 
Company, Easterly and Davis, and Bennett, Warner & Company of 
Titusville, Pennsylvania; R. S. Waring and Citizens' Oil Worla of 
Pittsburg, or of either of them. The statement of H. L. Taylor that 
" the principal way by which these independent refineries came under 
the control of the Standard Oil Company was from the fact that said 
company had such rates of transportation that the small companies 
coidd not compete with it, and when said company had such power 
it would make such arrangements with parties engaged in these 
refineries as would prevent ,them from thereafter competing with the 
Standard Oil Company," is false in its facts and its inferences. Affiant 
has already correctly stated the facts as to the purchase of refineries 
by the Standard Oil Company at Cleveland, what led to such purchases^ 
and that persons engaged in such refineries were in some cases em- 
ployed by said company; and any statement or inference to the effect 
that by legal means or unfair inferences the plaintiff "squeezed out" 
or "crushed out" the small refiners and prevented them from again 
entering into the business of refining is untrue. 

Affiant further responding to the affidavit of said Taylor, says that 
with reference to the statement therein contained that "the effect of 
the control of the refining business by the Standard Oil Company upon 
the oil market is to largely increase the price to consumers beyond 
what they ought to pay," the same is untrue, and he avers again that 
since the date of the contract with defendant the average price to 
consumers of refined oil has been lower than for years previous. 

As to the allegation of the said Taylor that "if the business was 
distributed among the independent refineries it would furnish em- 
ployment to a much larger number of persons than at present, and 
the interests of the country would be decidedly promoted by having 
the refining business in the hands of competent parties," in so far as 
the same implies that there are not independent competing refineries 
outside of the works of said plaintiff, the same is untrue, and that it 
is a fact that a larger number of persons are now employed in con- 
nection with the business of refining oil than ever before. 

Affiant says that with reference to the language used by the said 
Heisel in his affidavit that he, Heisel, was not afraid, to which Mr. 
Rockefeller replied, "You may not be afraid to have your head cut 
off, but your body will suffer," "and that this was said by affiant 
prior to the time that he sold his interest in the refining business to 
Bishop and was said for the purpose of inducing the affiant to sell 
out to the Standard Oil Company," that affiant has no recollection 
of ever using any such language to said Heisel, and so far as said 
statement implies threats or inducements held out to said Heisel to 
procure control of the works of said Bishop and Heisel by the Standar(3 
Oil Company the same is wholly false in spirit and effect. 
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Affiant says respecting the statement in said Heisel's affidavit that 
" the effect resulting from the control by this one company — the Stand- 
ard Oil Company — of the entire refining business m Cleveland has 
been to largely increase the price of refined oil to consumers, to lessen 
its production, to reduce the number of hands employed in the refining 
business, and to reduce the price paid laborers for their work, and 
thereby to largely injure the public," the same so far as it alleges 
that there is a control by the Standard Oil Company of the entire 
refining business is false; and that so far as it undertakes to state 
consequences of said alleged control by the Standard Oil Company, 
it is also false. 

I have read the affidavit of Mrs. B. filed in this case on October 18, 
1880. Said affidavit is incorrect, erroneous and in many respects false. 

The first interview that I ever had with Mrs. B. was at her house 
when she sent for Mr. Flagler and myself to consult with her in refer- 
ence to selling out her establishment to one of her employees. This 
occurred during the year 1876. She states to us the terms of an 
offer that she had received from the said employee and expressed an 
earnest desire to dispose of the business and to be free from its per- 
plexities and annoyances, and evinced a disposition to accept the 
offer, and we advised her to accept provided the payments were made 
secure. I did not see her again until the fall of 1878, more than two 
years later. Then at her urgent request I met her at her house, at 
which time she made reference to the conversation she had had with 
Mr. Jennings, and desired me to pursue negotiations with her with 
reference to the sale of her property, which I positively declined, 
stating to her that I knew nothing about her business or the mechan- 
ical appliances used in the same, and that I could not pursue any 
negotiations with her with reference to the same, but that if, after 
reflecting, she yet desired to do so, some of our people familiar with 
the lubricating oil business would take up the question with her. She 
was very desirous to begin negotiations, but I declined to negotiate 
and advised her not to take any hasty action, as from her own state- 
ments there was no such change in the condition of the business as to 
discourage the expectation that she could do as well in the future as 
she had in the past. "When she responded expressing her fears about 
the future of the business, stating that she could not get cars to trans- 
port sufficient oil, and other similar remarks, I stated to her that 
though we were using our cars and required them in our own business, 
yet we would loan her any number she required or do anything else 
in reason to assist her, and I saw no reason why she could not prose- 
cute her business just as successfully in the future as in the past. 
This is the last interview I had with her. 

Affiant thinks it is true that Mrs. B. stated in the course of the 
conversation in substance that "the B. Oil Company was entirely 
m the power of the Standard Oil Company and that all she could do 
would be to appeal to affiant's honor as a gentleman and to his sym- 
pathy to do with her the best that he could do." To the statement 
that she was in the power of the Standard Oil Company, affiant made 
a positive denial, and stated to her that there was no foundation for 
the fears she expressed, and in this connection made the offer to her 
to furnish her with cars. He can not remember what was said by 
Mrs. B. at this interview in relation to an agreement on the part of 
the Standard Oil Company not to touch the lubricating branch of the 
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trade. It is true that the Standard Oil Company had a contract with 
the B. Oil Company, made early in 1873, terminable on sixty days' 
notice by either party, in reference to carbon oil only — which con- 
tract had been voluntarily assumed by the B. Oil Company — and it 
was entirely optional with the said B. Oil Company to discontinue 
said contract upon a notice of sixty days and thereby relieve itself from 
its obligations if it so desired; but said contract was continued in 
full force and effect up to the time of the sale by Mrs. B. of her 
interest in said B. Oil Company; but the Standard Oil Company 
had no contract with the B. Oil Company by which it "agreed not 
to touch the lubricating branch of the trade," nor- did it have any 
contract with the said B. Oil Company having reference in any par- 
ticular to the lubricating oil business, nor did affiant have any such 
contract. "V^Tiile affiant declined to enter into any negotiations with 
the said Mrs. B., it may be true that during the interview alluded to 
he said to her that in case a sale were made she could retain what- 
ever stock in the B. Oil Company she desired. As a result of the 
negotiations, in which affiant took no part, the construction and good- 
will of the B. Oil Company was purchased for sixty thousand dollars', 
which was at least twenty thousand dollars in excess of its value, and 
largely in excess of the value placed upon it by Mrs. B. in the inter- 
view above referred to between Mr. Jlagler and affiant with her in 
1876. In addition to the construction and good will which was pur- 
chased for the sum of sixty thousand dollars, there was purchased of 
the B. Oil Company its entire stock of oils on hand at the fuU market 
value, and the sum paid for same amounted to $19,144.49, making 
an aggregate of $79,144.49, and did not include any other assets of 
the company, such as cash, accounts receivable and accrued dividends. 

With respect to the allegation in said affidavit that "Mrs. B., see- 
ing that the property had to go, asked that she might, according to 
the understanding with the president of the company, retain fifteen 
thousand dollars of her stock," so far as said statement imphes that 
she was parting with her property under any duress, restraint, or 
undue influence, or was forced thereto by any acts of the Standard 
Oil Company, the same is absolutely false; and it is also false that 
she ever had any understanding with the president of the Standard 
Oil Company that she should retain fifteen thousand dollars of the 
stock of the B. Oil Company; nor was there any reference to that 
subject save as is hereinbefore stated ; and if the said Mrs. B. refers to 
this affiant in that connection wherein she says that "to this request' 
the reply was, 'No outsider can have any interest in this concern' 
and ' that said Standard Oil Company had dalUed as long as it woiiyi J 
over this matter, that it must be settled up that day or go, and 
insisted upon her signing the bond above referred to,'" the same is 
also false; nor has he any knowledge that during said negotiations 
any such language was ever used, or that the negotiations were ever 
carried on or closed in any such spirit. 

Affiant says that it is not true that he made any promises that he 
did not keep in the letter and spirit ; and that it is not true that he 
was instrumental to any degree in her being obhged to sell the 
property much below its true value ; and he avers that she was not 
obliged to sell out, and that such sale was a voluntary one upon her 
part and for a sum far in excess of its value, and that the construe- 
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tion which was purchased of her could be replaced for a sum not 
exceeding twenty thousand dollars. 

On Saturday the ninth day of November, 1878, the negotiations 
were closed and payments made to Mrs. B. Affiant had no knowl- 
edge of dissatisfaction upon her part until the receipt of a letter 
dated Monday, November 11, which reached him on the 12th, and 
on November 13 the reply thereto was mailed, copy of which is as 
follows : 

"November 13, 1878. 
"Dear Madam: — I have held your note of 11th inst., received 
yesterday, until to-day, as I wished to thoroughly review every point 
connected with the negotiations for the purchase of the stock of the 
B. Oil Company to satisfy myself as to whether I had unwittingly- 
done anything whereby you would have any right to feel injured. 
It is true that in the interview I had with you I suggested that if 
you desired to do so you could retain an interest in the B. Oil Com- 
pany by keeping some number of its shares, and I then understood 
you to say that if you sold out you wished to go entirely out of the 
business. That being my understanding, our arrangements were 
made in case you concluded to make the sale, that precluded any 
other interests being represented, and therefore when you did make 
the inc[uiry as to your taking some of the stock our answer was 
given in accordance with the facts as noted above, but not at all in 
the spirit in wluch you refer to the refusal in your note. In regard 
to the reference that you make as to my permitting the business of 
the B. Oil Company to he taken from you, I say that in this, as in 
all else that you have written in your letter of the 11th inst., you 
do me most grievous wrong. It was of but little moment to the 
interests represented by me whether the business of the B. Oil Com- 
pany was purchased or not. I believe 'that it was for your interest 
to make the sale, and am entirely candid in this statement, and beg 
to call your attention to the time, some two years ago, when you 
consulted Mr. Flagler and myself as to selhng out your interests to 
Mr. Rose, at which time you were desirous of selling at considerably 
less price, and upon time, than you have now received in cash, and 
which sale you would have been glad to have closed if you could 
have obtained satisfactory security for the deferred payments. As 
to the price paid for the property,- it is certainly three times greater 
than the cost at which we could now construct equal or better 
facilities; but wishing to take a hberal view of it I urged the pro- 
posal of paying the sixty thousand dollars, which was thought much 
too high by some of our parties. I beheve that if you would recon- 
sider what you have written in your letter, to which this is a reply, 
you must admit having done me great injustice, and I am satisfied 
to await upon innate sense of right for such admission. However, 
in view of what seems your present feelings, I now offer to restore 
to you the purchase made by us, you simply returning the amount 
of money which we have invested and leaving us as though no pur- 
chase had been made. Should you not desire to accept this pro- 
posal, I offer to you one hundred, two hundred, or three hundred 
shares of the stock at the same price that we paid for the same, with 
this addition, that if we keep the property we are under engagement 
to pay into the treasury of the B. Oil Company an amount which, 
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added to the amount already paid, would make a total of $100,000, 
and thereby make the shares one hundred dollars each. 

"That you may not be compelled to hastily come to conclusions, 
I will leave open for three days these propositions for your ac- 
ceptance or declination, and in the meantime, believe me. 
"Yours very truly, 

"John D. Rockefellee." 

To which letter no reply was ever received, and since which time 
affiant has had no communication with Mrs. B. upon any subject. 

Affiant says that he has had his attention called to the affidavit of 
Daniel Shurmer, filed in this case October 18, 1880, and to the language 
as follows : ' ' That the Standard Oil Company had already squeezed 
one refining concern with which he was connected, whereby ne had 
lost over twenty thousand dollars." Affiant says that the same Is 
false, as nothing of the kind ever occurred. 

Affiant says that he conducted most of the negotiations which led 
to the making of the contract with defendants, and that at no time 
previous or during the same were any threats made by him or any 
officer of the Standard Oil Company or agents to his knowledge to 
the effect that the firm of Scofield, Shurmer & Teagle would be 
ruined if they did not make such a contract; and no promises were 
made by him nor anybody else in behalf of said Standard Oil Company 
to said Shurmer or any of the defendants that if said contract was 
signed the Standard Oil Company and defendants would control and 
monopolize the whole refining business in Cleveland; nor is it true, as 
alleged by said Shurmer, that he was reluctant to enter into said 
agreement, but, so far as affiant knows, the said Shurmer was anxious 
to make the arrangement, believing it to be a profitable one for the 
defendants. That some time in the year 1878, when the refining 
business of the city of Cleveland was in the hands of a number ol 
small refineries and was unproductive of profit, it was deemed advis 
able by many of the persons engaged therein, for the sake of economy, 
to concentrate the business and associate their joint capital therein. 
The state of the business was such at that time that it could not be 
retained profitably at the city of Cleveland by reason of the fact that 
points nearer the oU regions were enjoying privileges not shared by 
refiners at Cleveland and could produce refined oil at a much less 
rate than could be made at this point. That it was a well understood 
fact at that time among refiners that some arrangement would have 
to be made to economize and concentrate the business or ruinous 
losses would not only occur to the refiners themselves, but ultimately 
Cleveland as a" point of refining oil would have to be abandoned. At v 
that time those most prominently engaged in the business here 
consulted together, and as a result thereof several of the refiners 
conveyed to the plaintiff their refineries and had the option, in pay 
therefor, to take stock of the Standard Oil Company at par or to take 
cash. That at this time the Standard Oil Compan.y, by reason of 
its facilities and large cash capital, was agreed upon as the one best 
adapted to concentrate the business, and for no other reason whatso- 
ever. That said Standard Oil Company had no agency in creating 
this state of things which made that change in the refining business 
necessary at that time, but the same was the natural result of the 
trade ; nor did it in the negotiations which followed use any undue or 
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unfair means, but in all cases to the general satisfaction of those 
whose refineries were acquired, the full value thereof either in stock 
or cash was paid, as the parties preferred. 

Since that time the Standard Oil Company, by diligent and faithful 
attention to its business, by the exercise of the most rigid economy, 
by promptly taking advantage of all legitimate opportunities, has 
acquired large and valuable property at Cleveland, with a capacity 
to refine oil largely in excess of any local refinery, but he denies that 
from 1872 to the present time, by any conclusion, conspiracy, or undue 
means from first to last, the present standing and capacity of the 
Standard Oil Company has been acquired, or that it seeks to maintain 
its hold upon business through any purpose to create or maintain a 
monoply.
